BOSTON STRIKERS 
AGREE TO TERMS. 


Govenor Crane and Civic Fed- 
eration Leaders Arrange’ 
Settlement of Big 
Labor Problem. 


RETURN TO WORK TODAY. 


Executive Pledges Himself to 
Use Power in Getting Com- 
panies to Take Back 
All Men. 


LITTLE GAINED BY WORKERS 


Boston, Mass., March 13.—[Special.]—Gov- 

ernor W. Murray Crane and Ralph M. Eas- 
ley, secretary of the National Civic federa- 
tion, settled the strike of the freight handlers 
and teamSters tonight and the leaders of 
the labor unions promised that every man 
of the 22,000 who have been idle four days 
would be advised to return to work tomor- 
row morning. 
The result was the first important demon- 
stration of the usefulness of the Civic feder- 
ation, for, although Governor Crane’s in- 
fluence with the railroad corporations was 
the guarantee that induced the labor men 
to agree to the settlement, Secretary Easley, 
acting under instructions from Senator Han- 
na, advised with the Governor and is en- 
titled to great credit for his work in bringing 
about the adjustment of the controversy. 


Crane Announces Settlement, 

Governor Crane tonight, after all the con- 
ferences were over, said: 

“The strike is ended and the men have 
promised to return to work tomorrow. At 
the conference of the committee of the 
labor men and the Merchants’ associations 
of Boston in the Executive chamber I sub- 
mitted this proposition: 

“*If the strike is declared off tomorrow 
morning and those of the men who can will 
return to their work I will, as Governor of 
the commonwealth, use my best efforts with 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad to have the company adopt rules 
which will be in conformity with those al- 
ready adopted by the Boston and Maine road 
regarding the loading and unloading of 
freight.’ 

“This was a promise on my part that I 
would use my influence as Governor to in- 
duce the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad not to insist upon the freight 
handlers getting on trucks to unload trucks 
of any company.

‘‘ After I discussed the matter with the 
leaders of the labor unions I was asked 
what assurances I could give that all of the 
men who had struck would be reémployed. 
I said I could not guarantee anything, but 
that they must simply depend upon my good 
faith in using what influence I had to obtain 
the return of as many men as possibie.”’ 


Hanna Pledges His Aid. 

‘The proposition of Governor Crane, it is 
understood, was recommended by Secretary 
Easley late this afternoon, after a consulta- 
tion with Senator Hanna. The under- 
standing is that the Senator will use his in- 
fluence in conjunction with that of Governor 
Crane to induce the railroads and steam- 
ship lines to take back the striking freight 
handlers. Secretary Easley had during the 
day visited the labor leaders and called upon 
the representatives of the railroads involved 
and also the Brine Transportation company, 
which latter concern is at the bottom of the 
controversy. 


Unions Order Men to Work. 
Acting upon the suggestion of the Gov- 
ernor, all of the unions connected with the 
strike held meetings and voted to order all 
men back to work in the morning. It ts 
understood President Tuttle of the Boston 


.and:- Maine told the Governor his railroad 


would consent to accept all of the striking 
freight handlers tomorfow, as the temporary 
employés were obtained from stations along 
the line and could be returned without any 
promises being broken. 

There is some doubt about the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford railroad. as they 
have hired 600 Italians. President Hall saw 
Governor Crane at the executive chamber 
today, however, and as the Chief Executive 
has great influence with that corporation 
the labor men seem confident tonight Mr. 
Crane will be able to secure the return ofall 
hands. 


‘Business-Men Hold Meeting. 

The action of Governor Crane was subse- 
quent to a conference of Secretary Easley 
with representatives of the labor organiza- 
tions, committees from the Boston Mer- 
chants’ association, the railroad officers, and 
the State Board of Arbitration. At this meet- 
ing the labor men presented two propositions: 
That the men rot be required to go upon the 
trucks to unload at the freighthouse and that 
ali non-union freight handlers be discharged 
to give the old men their piaces. 

President Tuttle said he could not consent 
to discharge the men he had hired in the last 
two days, as he said the union men struck in 
violation of an agreement that they would 
not suspend work except on twenty-four 
hours’ notice to the railroad company. 

J. Richard Carter said if no adjustment was 
reached within forty-eight hours the mer- 
chants would advise the master teamsters to 
employ any men they could get and conduct 
business without regard to the unions. This 
threat was followed by the motion of Mayor 
Collins that a committee be appointed to 
wait upon Governor Crane and end the strike. 


Brine Company Not Affected. 

The settlement tonight leaves the union 
men just as they were on Saturday before the 
strike was ordered. The trouble originally 
was precipitated by the refusal of the R. 8. 
Brine Transportation company two months 
ago to agree to the schedule of the union with 
other master teamsters. Since then the 
inion has endeavored to force the Brine 
concern to recognize the unions. In the con- 
fererice.this afternoon and evening the Brine 
company was not represented, no attempt 
was made to reach them, and the settlement 
leaves them free. to conduct thelr business

PAYS ADON WITH BULLETS 


DEBTOR SHOOTS AT HIS PERSIST- 
ENT CREDITOR. 


| Resenting Methods Adopted by His 
Brother-in-Law, Dr. B. L. Hotchkin, 
to Collect a Bill, E. W. Bennett Fires 
Twice at the Physician, but His Aim 
Is Bad—Services of the Medical Man 
Dispensed With by Relative and 
This Leads to Friction. 


_E. W. Bennett, 2815 North Paulina street, 
answered his brother-in-law’s persistent ef- 
forts to collect a bill by calling at the 
brother-in-law’s house and shooting at him 
twice. Both shots flew wide of the mark, 
but stirred up the neighbors in Edgewater. 

Dr. B. L. Hotchkin, 2521 Kenmore avenue, 
is the brother-in-law, who, by his own good 
luck and Mr. Bennett’s poor work with the 
Derringer, escaped a bullet wound. 

The wives of Dr. Hotchkin and Mr. Ben- 
nett are sisters. Mr. Bennett says they are 
also the sisters of Judge T. G. Windes of the 
Appellate Court. Dr. Hotchkin for two years 
was the physician for Mrs. Bennett. Some 
time ago the Bennetts decided that his treat- 
ment was useless and proceeded to get an- 
other doctor. 


Doctor Makes Out His Bill. 

Then Dr. Hotchkin went to work on the 
Bennett account and found that they were 
his debtors to the amount of $370. 

Mr. Bennett went to New York the other 
day to take a place in the business office of a 
hewspaper. As soon as he had gone, he 
now says, Dr. Hotchkin went to Mrs. Ben- 
nett and made her sign four notes, payable 
on demand for a total of the amount. 

Then, according to the Bennett version, 
he proceeded to place these notes in the 
hands of collectors, who further harassed 
Mrs. Bennett, undoing any possible benefit 
she may have gained from the treatment 
for which they were trying to make her pay. 


Goes Gunning for Doctor. 

Mr. Bennett returned yesterday afternoon 
from. New York. As soon as he reached 
home he was made acquainted with the state 
of affairs. He was angered and possessed 
himself of a pistol that fired two shots. 

He lost no time in paying a visit to the 
doctor’s residence. The physician himself 
answered the ring at the door and admitted 
his brother-in-law to the front hallway. Mr. 
Bennett protested strongly against what he 
regarded as persecution of his wife, but 
Dr. Hotchkin answered that the question of 
the coliection was out of his hands entirely. 


First Ball Enters Ceiling. 

The argument grew more heated and at 
length Mr. Bennett drew his weapon and 
fired. Dr. Hotchkin was quick to seize his 
assaliant’s arm and thus change the direc- 
tion of the bullet, which penetrated the ceil- 
ing of the hallway. 

Dr. Hotchkin then managed to escape from 
the encounter through the front door. He 
ran out to the street ‘And down Kenmore 
“avenue, shouting and, as he says, in search 
ofapoliceman. Bennett followed, and when 
he reached the street he fired the remain- 
ing shot. It went wide of its mark. 

Then Mr. Bennett turned and ran ih the 
other direction, pop into the arms of Po- 
ieeman Albert Schaefer, who was hurrying 
to see what tregedy was inygiogress,”

SEWER GAS SUIT 
‘GIVES A WARNING 


Landlords Threatened with 
Liability for Damages Fol- 
lowing Poor Sanitary 
Appliances. 


WINK AT BAD PLUMBING. 


Health Officials Forced to Go 
to Law to Secure Healthful 
Conditions in the 
Buildings. 


LEADING MEN DEFENDANTS. 


Two Chicago babies alleged to have been 
killed by sewer gas from faulty plumbing 
and a mother’s health broken—resulting in 
the $25,000 suit for damages just filed in the 
Superior Court—may stir up certain landlords 
in Chicago to take better care of their prop- 
erty and their tenants. 

This is the hope of the City Health depart- 
ment, whose officials are weary with trying 
to compel real estate agents, politicians, and 
landlords who rent houses and flats to their 
humbler fellow-citizens to keep their prop- 
erty in sanitary repair. The $25,000 suit for 
damages also has called attention to the fact 
that the City Health department, in trying to 
compel negligent landlords to make sanitary 
repairs, has to operate under an ordinance 
that is worthy of a small village. 1 


Politician Defendant in Suit. 

James O’Leary, the South Halsted street 
politician, and owner of tenement property 
on the South Side, is defendant in this dam- 
age suit, which may establish a new liability 
for landlords in Chicago. The plaintiff is 
Mrs. John McGinnis, who formerly lived 
with her husband and two children in one 
of Mr. O’Leary’s houses at 6004 Wabash 
avenue. 

Mrs. McGinnis’ two children, respectively 
1 year and 6 months and 6 years old, slept in 
a bedroom adjoining the bathroom. The 
connecting door was left open. When the 
McGinnis family found, day after day, that 
the house was permeated by a noxious smell, 
which they took for sewer gas, they notified 
Mr. O’Leary’s agent. He, according to the 
declaration in the suit, promised to send a 
*“*plumber’”’ around. 

One day a man who Mrs. McGinnis sup- 
posed was a plumber inspected the house. 
he says he told her the plumbing was “ all 
right,”’ and she paid her rent, which she 
had withheld until Mr. O’Leary’s agent 
should keep his promise. The house con- 
tinued to be permeated by a bad odor, but 
she suppdsed everything was all right. 


' On Sept. 21, 1901, Mrs. McGinnis’ girl died 
and on Nov! 10 the boy died. They had been 
ill for several weeks, and the attending doc- 
tor, it is alleged, declared death in both cases 
was due to sewer gas. Mrs. McGinnis then 
took the case to Attorneys Cyrus Heren and 


o be sent out from the City Health depart- 
ment. The plumbing was found leaky and 
defective, and a report to that effect was 
made by the city officials. 

The attorneys claim that O’Leary’s agent 
did not send a plumber to inspect the house, 
but a gasfitter, who had no plumber’s license. 
When the premises were leased, it also is 
claimed, the owner allowed a nuisance to 
remain which the tenant could not discover 
by ordinary care, as the leaks were between 
the floors and in the walls. It also is alleged 
that Mr. O’Leary knew the plumbing was 
dangerous to life and health. 


Warning to House Owners. 

Whether Mrs. McGinnis wins her suit or 
not, officials of the City Health department 
say it may serve to jog the consciences of 
scores of men and women in Chicago whom 
the department has to fight every week to 
get them to keep their tenement houses in 
event decent sanitary condition. The list 
of suits brought by the department contains 
the names of persons well known in reform 
movements in Chicago, who, the health of- 
ficials say, may find a warning in the deatb 
of the McGinnis children. 

In this list there are suits against a Bishop 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, a Judge 
on the bench, several prominent attorneys, 
a philanthropist, a bank, and a number of 
real estate agents. 


Dispute as to Liability. 

There is wide difference of opinion as to 
whether a landlord can be‘held responsible 
for the sickness or death of a tenant when 
the cause is traceable to insanitary condition 
of the premises. It has been established 
that where a landlord rents property there 
is no implication {hat the property is in 
good condition. But where there are hidden 
defects, if the landlord knows of them, it is 
said to amount to a case of fraud not to 
tell the tenant of the danger. 

One New York decision holds that “ one 
not creating a nuisance is not Hable in dam- 
ages uniess he knows or ought to have 
known of a nuisance. A landlord is not 
charged with active vigilance in ascertain- 
ing the condition of his premises.” 

Rely on Michigan Case, 

In the McGinnis cage reliance is placed on 
the decision of the Michigan Supreme Court, 
which holds that “a landlord owes a duty 
to his tenant to communicate all hidden de- 
fects which the tenant does not see and 
which will cause the premises to be un- 
healthful.” It is claimed that Landlord 
O’ Leary knew the plumbing of his house was 
defective and that he concealed the fact 
from his tenant. 

But even the Cook County Appellate Court 
has ruled on this point in two different ways. 


BAN ON LIMBURGER CHEESE. 


Louisville H Officer Forbids Sale 
of Article and Is Deaf to Protests .” 
of Germans. 


Loulsville, Ky., March 13,—[Special.}—Dr. 
M. K. Allen, health officer of Louisville, has 
opened war on the sale and manufacture of 
Limburger cheese in this city. He says 
persons who sell and make the cheese will 
be prosecuted and fined to the fullest extent 
of the law. He says he is satisfied it is un- 
wholesome and that an examination under 
an ordinary magnifying giass will prove to 
a blind man that containg many microbes. 

“In fact,” said Dr. Allen, when asked 
about the matter, “ you Know, animal life ig 
what makes Limburger pleasing to the taste, 
mean the taste of some people.

VIOLINIST ANGERED AND AMUSED 
BY A “ $200 A NIGHT ” STORY. 


Sympathy and Pity Expressed for Him 
at a Fashionable Chicago Musicale 
Arouse His Bohemian Temper and 
He Declares He Has Received §11,- 
000 for Four Performances Here 
and Has Made $100,000 in America— 
Paderewski Jealous. 


Jan Kubelik is annoyed and amused. 
Hugo Gorlitz, Jan Kubelik’s manager, is 
amused and annoyed. Carping critics have 
said that Kubelik is a cheap man—financial- 
ly, and, by the same logic, musically. For 
each performance, so say these critics, 
Kubelik receives only a beggarly $200. If 
there is any more Gorlitz gets it, according 
to the critics. So Gorlitz is an avaricious 
man. 

This $200 story is a form of jealousy of the 
sort to which the artistic temperament is 
particularly susceptible, according to 
the Bohemian violinist, who has written a 
letter of protest to THE TRIBUNE. In that 
letter he sets forth his mingled annoyance 
and amusement. 


Enters Formal Denial. 

Some of the conversation at a fashionable 
Chicago musicale given last Monday has 
been related to Kubelik and his manager. 
As the result of it, Kubelik formally denies 
that et» only $200 a night. For four ap- 


$11,000, and for his sixty-two concerts In 
America his receipts have been $100,000, all 
expenses being paid in addition. 

At this Chicago musicale, at which Kube- 
lik played, remarks such as these were 
made: 

“PoorYan. He gets only $200 a night.” 

“Such a manager, that Gorlitz. Quite a 
monster. He takes all the money.” 

“Jan Kubelik can’t be much, you know? 
He has only $200 a night.”’ 


Were Sorry for Him. 

As these remarks have been repeated and 
spread broadcast from New York to Chicago, 
and@ even in Boston, according to Manager 
Gorlitz, it was decided to correct them for 
the sake of the Bohemian’s artistic reputa- 
tion. 

They were such good people,” said Kube- 
lik, in comment. on the criticism. “ They 
thought I was poor and they were sorry for 
me.” ‘ 

‘Tt is not that he wants the money,” In- 
terrupted Manager Gorlitz, explaining the re- 
marks of the young man who has made 
$100,000 in sixty-two performances. “ He 
does not care for the money.”” . 

It being decided to corfect the false i!m- 
pression in a letter, Kubelik wrote the follow- 
ing to THE TRIBUNE: 

“IT learn that some of my musical friends 
are much upset by a rumor, largely circu- 
lated in musical drawing-rooms in Chicago, 
that my managers pay me but $200 a concert. 
I appreciate their interest on my behalf, and 
for their pacification I state that for four ap- 
pearances in Chicago I have received $11,000 
and that for sixty-two concerts I have got in 
$100,000 and all expenses paid.” 


Paderewski’s Outbreak. 


To give point to the apprehensions which 
were aroused in the mind of the manager by 
the reports of jealousy on the part of other 
musicians, there was a dispatch from Cleve- 
land stating that a Paderewski recital had 
been nearly broken in half by the planist 
because he discovered that an announce- 
ment of Kubelik’s coming had been made on 
his program. 

As the pianist left the Cleveland stage 
during the intermission, he saw one of the 
announcements of Kubelik’s concerts. The 
pianist had held the record for money-mak- 
ing until Kubelik had taken it away from 
him. 


“Who put that boy’s name on my pro- 
gram,” Paderewski shouted. While his man- 
ager and the local people endeavored to ex- 
plain, he said things in two languages, and 
was not pacified until he was promised that 
his “ad.” might likewise be printed on the 
Kubelik programs. ; 


Jan Is Not Jealous. 


Kubelik read this Cleveland dispatch last 
night after his performance at the Audi- 
torium and tried to express himeelf,in two 
languages. Manager Gorlitz helped him out. 

“You see, Kubelik is not jealous,” he 
said. “ The others are jealous of him, but he 
isn’t. Why, he has taken boxes to hear other 
musicians play.”’ 

Kubelik sent $250 to New! York last night 
to pay for a box at Paderewsk!'s next appear- 
ance there. 


Kubelik Sued for Damages. 

Jan Kubelik, the violinist, will be sued for 
$1,000, and the cause indirectly is due to his 
refusal to be vaccinated. He did not object

HOME RULE DEBATE AGAIN, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, March 14, 3a. m.—King Edward 
has abandoned his proposed visit to the 
Riviera. This announcement, made this 
morning by the Daily Mail, and following 
yesterday’s veto by the Ministrygof the 
King’s trip to Ireland, has caused} double 
sensation. 

Telegrams from Cannes and Mentons state 
that preparations had already been made for 
the King’s visit. He was expected at Nice 
on March 23 and at Cannes on March 26. It 
is stated in court circles that the abandon- 
ment of the visit is due to the pressure of his 
Majesty’s duties and the preparations for his 
coronation in June. 

King Edward’s plans for his visit to the — 
Mediterranean shore included a short stopin 
Paris, and President Loubet had been duly 
notified. The news that the English King 
would stop at Paris created no little dissatisa- 
faction at the French capital, the pro-Boer 
boulevard journals evincing decided hostility 
and the government papers expressing anx~- 
lety over the prospect of a visit from a ruler 
who is just now so unpopular in France. 


Irish Do\ Not Blame King. 

The Irish Nationalists are not a little put 
out by the King’s degision not to visit Ire- 
land. They blame the Ministry, not the 
King. 

The Freeman's Journal voices the Nation- 
alist views, saying: ‘‘ The Ministers have 
put a veto on the intended visit. It would 
be difficult for his Majesty to reject the veto 
of his constitutional advisers; but, it is 
plain that he insisted that the responsibility 
should be theirs and not his. His Ministers 
could not venture to allow the King to see 
with his own eyes and hear with his own 
ears of the barbarous methods of the castle - 
and the deep resentment of his people. 
There was imminent danger that his visit 
‘might haye converted him to home rule or 
confirmed his existing .copyigtion.” 


During the Gebate on the civil service esti« 
mates in the House of Commons this after- 
noon Redmond moved that the salary of the 
Chief Secretary for Ireland be reduced by 
$500. Onthis motion Mr. Redmond pro- 
ceeded to initiate a discussion on the state 
of Ireland. He said the present situation in 
that country was grave, but he contended 
that it was due not to a recrudescence of 
crime but to the revival of coercion by the 
government. 

Mr. Redmond complained that there was a 
conspiracy to misrepresent the condition of 
the country as lawless in order to give some 
color of justification for the use of coercive 
measures. He said that so far from that 
being the state of things Ireland had not 
been so quiet and peaceful in a hundred 
years, No abnormal amount of crime ex- — 
isted, and, although there was agrarian dis- 
content and some boycotting, there was 
nothing to justify repressive measures. He 
declared that Chief Secretary Wyndham 
was being driven into the extreme landlord 
faction, led by the Marquis of Londonderry 
and Lord Ardilaun, and urged him to resist 
and retrace his steps in the interest of Ire- 
land. 


Wyndham Answers Redmond. 

Mr. Wyndham, in reply, repudiated the 
accusation that he was being driven by any- 
body, and declared that he accepted full re« 
sponsibility for the acts of the Irish execu- 
tive. 

Redmond’s motion was rejected by a vote 
of 215 to 125. 


Oppose Coronation Festivities.

German Emperor Expected to Greet His 
Brother Far Out at Sea with a 
German Squadron. 

BERLIN, March William,

may meet the North German Lloyd steamer 
Deutschland at sea and transship Prince 
Henry to the German war vessel. 

This report has reached the American Em- 
bassy here. The members of Emperor Will- 
jam’s suite, however, declare these arrange- 
ments to be uncertain. It is thought that 
the Emperor wishes to have the first long 
talk with Prince Henry, and that this can be 
most comfortably obtained before the latter 
lands. 

Herr’ Wiegand, general director of the 
North German Lloyd line of steamships. 
who arrived from New York today, has been 
invited by the Emperor to meet him at 
Bremerhaven tomorrow and accompany him 
to Bremen. It is presumed that his Majesty 
desires to learn the result of the recent 
steamship negotiations at New York. 

Herr Wiegand in an interview published in 
Bremen says that the shipping agreement 
in no way impinges upon the independence 
of the German companies, but that it will 
benefit both German lines, laying a solid 
basis for constant freight and passenger 

The emigrant traffic of the North German 
Lioyd company to New York is so heavy that 
it has compelled this company to charter the 
steamship Batavia from the Hamburg- 
American line to take 2.500 emigrants to 
New York next Saturday. 


POPE MAY STOP SBARRETI. 


Apostolic Delegate to the Philippines, 
Now on Way to New York, to Be 
Detained in America. . 

ROME, March 13.—It is now authoritative- 
ly reported that Mgr. Sbarreti, who recently 
sailed for New York, en route for Manila as 
Apostolic Delegate to the Philippines, will 
on his arrival in America receive orders from 
the Vatican not to proceed beyond Washing- 
ton on his journey, at least for the timie 
being. 

In view of information on Philippine mat- 
ters expected soon at the Vatican from the 
American government the Pope deems it pru- 
dent to suspend all ecciesiastical action re- 
garding the church in the islands. 

Mgr. Sbarreti’s stay in Washington will be 
of prolonged duration unless it be that the 
change in the Philippine program leads toa 
journey to Cuba and Porto Rico, where sev- 
eral church matters are as yet in an unfin- 
ished condition.

UNREST IN DANISH INDIES 


PART OF UNITED STATES. 


Reports Received in Copenhagen State 
That There Are Fears /of Insurrec- 
tien and Serious Trouble if the 
Treaty for the Sale of the Islands Is 

' Net Ratified by Denmark—Debate 
Opens in the Folkething and Pre- 
mier Defends the Sale. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

COPENHAGEN, March 13.—Confidential 
reports received here from the Danish West 
Indies declare there is intense excitement 
among the negroes of those islands over the 
sale owing to their belief that it will mean 
universal suffrage and office holding. There 
are fears of insurrection and serious trouble, 
according to these reports, if the treaty ts 
defeated. 

The treaty providing for the sale of the 
islands to the United States came up for the 
first time in open session in the Folkething 
today. 

The Premier and Foreign Minister, Dr. 
Deuntzer, replying to several speakers, said 
Denmark acted in the best interests ofthe 
islanders in”™negotiating the treaty. Den- 
mark, in fact, was merely receiving compen- 
sation for her obligations in connection with 
the islands. The United States had acted in 
the best faith and with friendliness through- 
out the negotiations. The Minister feit as- 
sured the great republic could and would give 
the islands a better position In the world than 
they had enjoyed before. 

M. Nieben, in advocating the treaty, said 
that Denmark recognized its limitations. Its 
right and abiilty to maintain its position 
among the nations depended upon conditions 
other than the possession of foreign islands. 
He protested against the suggestions that 
the cession of the islands would be construed 
into an admission of bankruptcy, and he 
urged the adoption of the treaty in the hope 
that a happier future was in store for the 
islands under the protection of their great 
neighboring power. 

Other speakérs favored the treaty, some 
demanded that a plebiscite be taken, while 
still others opposed the sale altogether.

FIRST INSTALLMENT OF CHINA’S 
DEBT IS ACCEPTED. 


Ministers Notified by Bankers’ Com- 
mission at Shanghai That Percent- 
age of Entire Sum, Although Less 
than Is Claimed, Has Been Received 
—Reasons for Allowing Reduction 
of Original Demands — Amount 
Turned Over Will Be Apportioned.

PEKIN, March 13.—The foreign Ministers 
have been notified by the Bankers’ commis- 
sion at Shanghai that they have accepted 
the amount tendered in payment of the Feb- 
ruary installment of the indemnity. 


accept the sum tendered because it did not 
take into consideration the 10,000,000-odd 
taels of claims presented by the powers 
over and above the 450,000,000 taels (about 
$337 500,000) agreed upon in the protocol. 

Yesterday the ministers at their meeting 
decided to urge the commission to find some 
way of accepting the money. 


The original claims amounted to about 
462,000,000 taels. China agreed to pay 
450,000,000 taels, and the United States urged 
the powers to scale down their claims ac- 
cordingly. This has not yet been agreed 
to, and when the February installment of the 
indemnity on the basis of 450,000,000 taels was 
offered to the Bankers’ commission at Shang- 
hai, they declined to accept it. The amount 
offered was 1,820,000 taels, or about $1,274,-

Russians Fight in Manchuria.

Release of Lord Methuen Causes 
Surprise—Brodrick Con- 
ceals News. 


DAY'S GOSSIP IN LONDON.

LONDON, March 14, 3 a. m.—Rumor mong- 
ers are profiting by the lack of detailed in- 
formation respecting the military situation 
in the Transvaal. They are repeating silly 
inventions about the recall of Lord 
Kitchener, the return of Earl Roberts to 
south Africa, and the promotion of General 
French as Commander-in-Chief in south 
Africa. These reports are dismissed with 
contempt by officials and military men as 
even more preposterous than the assump- 
tion that Delarey will reéstablish the siege of 
Mafeking or make a dash for Johannes- 

burg. 

Lord Salisbury has a decisive influence in 
determining the selection of the commander 
of the forces in southAfrica, and Lord Kitch- 
ener has been his favorite General from the 
outset. It was Salisbury who suggested the 
appointment of Kitchener as Roberts’ chief 
of staff when Buller’s campaign went wrong 
after the battle of Colenso, and there is no 
evidence that the Prime Minister is dis- 
satisfied with the results of recent opera- 
tions. 


Military Authorities Not Alarmed. 


—Information is required respecting the 
column which Lord Methuen expected to 
join when he set out from Vryburg, but 
otherwise there has been no apprehension on 
the part of the military authorities of serious 
results from the recent defeat, which was 
mainiy due to a panic among unseasoned 
yeomanry. It seems probable, however, 
that the number of Boers under De Wet who 
succeeded in breaking through the British 
blockhouse lines was considerably larger 
than official reports indicated, and that a 
junctfon may have been effected with 
Delarey. { 


Surprise at Methuen’s Release. 


Brodrick's statement in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday that Lord Methuen had been 
released has caused as much surprise as 
satisfaction. It had been generally believed 
that Delarey would hold Methuen a prisoner 
pending the decision of the British govern- 
ment regarding Commandant Kritzinger, 
who is a prisoner and charged with being a 
rebel, or, at all events, until he had com- 
municated with Botha. It is not yet clear 
whether Lord Methuen has been given his 
full freedom or merely has been relsased on 
parole. In some quarters it is suggested 
that Kitchener by hustling Delarey has com- 
pelled him to abandon his prisoner, but it is 
unlikely that the British General is at pres- 
ent in position to concentrate a force large 
enough to compél Delarey to hurry his re- 
treat. 

Probably Brodrick is in possession of more 
infermation on the point than he deems it 
prudent to disclose just yet. Rg

LONDON, March 14, 3 a. m.—Lord Kitch- 
ener in a dispatch tothe War office, dated 
yesterday, says: 

‘* General Methuen was brought to Klerks- 
dorp today. He is doing well. Everything 
possible is being done for him.”’ 

If General Methuen has been released un- 
conditionally it is believed that Delarey’s 
magnanimity will be recognized by the im- 
mediate release of one of the captive Boer 
Generals, either Cronje or Viljoen. 


News in House of Commons. 

The announcement that Lord Methuen had 
been liberated by General Delarey was made 
in the House of Commons yesterday after- 
noon by War Secretary Brodrick. Colonel 
Townsend was also liberated. 

Mr. Brodrick added that the exchange of 
General Methuen for Commandant Kritz- 
inger had not been contemplated. The trial. 
of the commandant had: been postponed be- 
cause consideration of the evidence to be 
presented had not been completed. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, the Lib- 
eral leader, asked the Secretary for War 
whether Lord Methuen had been released by 
General Delarey. 

Mr. Brodrick replied: : 

“It is not mentioned in the telegram, bu 
I presume from the fact of his arriving in 
Klerksdorp in charge of a British medical 
officer that he was released.” 

Mr. Timothy. Healy: ‘‘ Will the British 
government be equally magnanimous and 
release Kritzinger?’’ 

Mr. Brodrick made no reply. 


Praise for Delarey. 

In the complete absence of any explana- 
tion of the circumstances attending General 
Methuen’s release by his captors the press 
of all shades of opinion prefers to attribute 
it to General Delarey’s magnanimity rather 
than to inability to retain his prisoner, al- 
though the probability that the latter was 
the real cause of General Methuen’s release 
is considered to be strong. 

It is pointed out that General Delarey 
could not afford to hamper the mobility of 
his force by the care of a distinguished pris- 
oner with a dangerously fractured thigh. 
But even assuming that the release was 
prompted by interested motives it is held 
that nothing is thereby detracted from the 
magnanimous courtesy of General Delary, 
upon whom most of the editorials bestow 
warm praise. The public is now eagerly 
awaiting news of the terms of the release.

TERRIFY TOWN; ROB BANK 


SIX MEN BREAK SAFE ANDCARRY 
OFF $3,000 ON A HAND CAR. 


Only One Man in Minooka, Il., Dares 
to Interfere with Robbers, and Is | 
Beaten, Bound, and Thrown in Mud 
Hole, Where He Lies Until Rescued

Minooka, Ill., March 13,—[Special.]—Six 
men terrorized this town at an early 
hour this morning. robbed the bank 
of $3,000, and escaped on a handcar.

Two-year-old Alice Hayes was restored to 
her parents last night and Jessie Campbell, 
a friend of the Hayes family, was locked up 
at the Harrison Street Annex on a charge of 
kidnaping. The police ran across the Httle 
girl on the street and recognizing her by t 
description of her clothing followed her to the 
room where Miss Campbell was found. 

Miss Campbell disappeared on Monday 
afternoon, taking the baby from the resi- 
dence of its parents at 2918 Fifth avenue, and 
saying she was “‘ going to thestore.’’ While 
the young woman denies that she had any 
intention of keeping the child, its parents 
declare that they will prosecute her to the 
full extent of the iaw. 

It’s a shame that I should be arrested and 
locked up for what I have done,”’ said Miss 
Campbell last night, as she sat in a cell at 
the Harrison Street Police Station. ‘* Why, 
Mrs. Hayes knew I wouldn't run away with 
her baby. I wrote her a letter on Tuesday 
telling her I was coming back with it, but it 
stormed so badly on Wednesday that I 
couldn't get out of the house. 

** I was just getting ready to take the child 
back when the detectives arrested me.”’ 


Police Find the Baby. 


Detectives O'Malley and Bullis of the Des- 
plaines Street Police Station were looking 
for Miss Campbell along Halsted street when 
they saw two children walking together, one 
of them wearing a red cloak and a cap such 
as had been described by Mrs. Hayes. 

“ That’s the kid we're looking for,”’ said

sted street the detectives questioned the

MEN GAIN A FEW POINTS. 


Anthracite Operators Ignore De- 
mands and Post Notice Ex- 
tending Wage Rate. 


ACT MAY CAUSE TROUBLE. 


Peoria, March 13.—[Special.J]—The 
United Mine Workers of Lllinois ended their 
convention, which lasted nearly four weeks, 
shortly before noon today, when they ap- 
proved the report of the joint committee 
already signed by the operators and author- 
ized President Russell and Secretary Ryan 
to sign it. The vote in favor was 216%, while 
153% votes were cast against its adoption. 

Many of the miners thought a strike would 
have secured more concessions, but the 
majority opposed going out. After the adop- 
tion of the agreement Peoria was selected 
as the next meeting lace. 


Miners Gain Few Points. 

The agreement is practically the same as 
the agreement of last year, the Indianapolis 
convention having decided there should be 
no advance in wages in Illiontsthisyear. In 
the Williamson County field the miners 
gained their point, the price of mining being 
fixed at 42 cents. The operator is allowed to 
load in any cars he sees fit and sell to whom 
he pleases. Semi-monthly pay days are 
provided for, and the price of powder is fixed 
at $1.75, a gain for the miners. There is no 
agreement regarding oil. 

Provision is made for the settling of any 
disputes that may arise. The right to hire 
and discharge is vebted solely in the opera- 
tor. No driver shall receive less than §2.10 
and no top man less than $1.80 perday. The 
contract is not to be set aside because of any 
rules of the mine workers. The last section 
provides there shall be no demands made 
locally that are not specified in the contract, 
unless same are agreed to in joint subdistrict 
convention before May 1. 


Notice May Cause Trouble. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 13.—The follow- 
ing notice will be posted tomorrow at all col- 
Heries throughout the anthracite coal region 
of Pennsylvania: 

* Rate of wages now in effect will be con- 
tinued until April 1, 1903, and thereafter sub- 
ject to sixty days’ notice. Local differences 
will be adjusted as heretofore.”’ 

The rate of wages now paid to mine work- 
ers in the anthracite region is the same as 
that granted them as a result of the strike 
in the fall of 1900. At that time the coal op- 
erators promised that the rate should re- 
main until April 1, 1901. Then the mine own- 
ers refused all demands and continued the 
scale to April 1 this year. 

At the recent national convention at In- 
Gianapolis it was voted to again ask the op- 
erators to grant the men several concessions. 
Among these were the recognition of the 
union and an eight-hour day. At the same 
time the national officers were instructed to 
seek a conference with the operators, and 
accordingly letters were sent to the Presi- 
dents of the several coal companies asking 
for such a meeting. ‘

PAILS T0 SETTLE STRIKE 


LEADER OF MACHINISTS GIVES UP 
HIS CHICAGO MISSION. 


President O’Connell Says That the Al- 
lis-Chalmers Controversy Is Beyond 
His Reach at This Time Owing to 
the Recent Advance of Wages to the 
Men — South Chicago Shipbuilding 
Company Asks Police to Protect 
Workmen from Pickets, 


President James O’Connell of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists yesterday 
abandoned hope of effecting a settlement 
with the Allis-Chalmers company during his 
present visit. He attributes his failure to 
the recent announcement of a 5 per cent ad- 
vance in all the plants of the corporation. 

“The company wants to see how the men 
will receive the announcement,’ said Mr. 
O’Connell. “As a matter of fact the ‘ ad- 
vance’ is a cut in the wage scale, because 
the company has decreased the working 
hours from sixty to fifty-five each week. 

“The fifty-five hours demanded of their 
men still leaves the company violators of 
the nine-hour day. It has been the most 
bitter of all opponents to a reduction in 
hours for the machinists. We have no as- 
surances that the company is desirous of a 
settlement. In fact, I was told that negoti- 
ations would not be recognized for the pres- 
ent.”’ 

Mr. O’Connell will leave this morning for 
Washington. 


Police Aid Is Asked. 


Officials of the South Chicago Shipbullding 
company applied to the police yesterday for 
protection for their men, who they assert 
are in danger of assault by the pickets of 
the machinists, who have been on strike 
since May 31, 1901.

REEVES’ FORS GAIN HOPE 


DISTRICT COMMITTEE DEFEATS 
CONGRESSMAN’S PLANS. 


Action of Briggs House Committee 
Pleases Judge Fuller of Boone, Who 
Is Seeking _the Nomination, but 
Final Struggle Will Prove Harder 
to Win—How Votes Are Distributed 
~—Senator Dan Campbell Says Pres- 
ent Officeholders Will Be Successful. 


Judge Fuller of Boone County, who is seek- 
ing the Republican nomination for Congress 
in the Twelfth District, sees ground for his 
hope of defeating Walter Reeves in the ac- 
tion of the District committee yesterday.

HOLD BADLY NEEDED CASH. 


Voters of Chicago will have an opportunity 
at the polls on April 1 to vote out of existence 
the seven township governments within the 
city limits. This was assured yesterday 
when the Civic federation filed before County 
Judge Carter and the Election Commission- 
ers its petition placing the question on the 
official ballots. Wiping out of these govern- 
mental machines, it is urged, will * rid the 
city of seven township organizations with 
their disreputable pull, patronage, and public 
plunder.”’ It will mean, too, a saving of 
$500,000 to the people in public expenses. 

While the petition with its 15,000 names 
was being filed the municipal officials were 
finding potent arguments why the township 
system within Chicago should be stamped 
out. Though the town collectors are be- 
lieved to hold more than $3,000,000 of taxes 
due the city, only $50,000 had been turned 
over. This came a few days ago from North 
Town Collector Salomon. It has cost the 
city $25,000 in interest on time warrants 
which could have been taken up had the col- 
lectors not withheld the taxes. Proceedings 
may be instituted to regain this sum from 
the collectors and their bondsmen. 


Threat Brings In $300,000. 


Controller McGann and Acting Mayor 
Walker lost patience during the day. Notice 
was served on the collectors that unless im- 
mediate settlement is made they and their 
bondsmen will be the subjects of mandamus 
proceedings to force them to pay over the 
money. Demands for their indictment at the 
hands of the grand jury, it was hinted, were 
possible. This stand resulted in $300,000 be- 
ing paid over. Of this sum $200,000 came 
from Collector Fitzgerald of the South Town, 
$75,000 from Collector Baird of Hyde Park, 
and $25,000 from Collector Wilson of Lake 
View. 

‘‘ Never was there a better illustration of 
the uselessness and wastefulness of town 
government within the corporate limits,” 
asserted Controller McGann. “ The city is 
paying interest on time warrants, and yet 
this pack of town collectors is holding taxes 
belonging to the city for the purpose of 
drawing interest for their own pockets. 
They are holding up $3,000,000 to draw inter- 
est on it. Yet, at 5 per cent, it costs the city 
$25,000 in. interest during the two months 
this thing has been kept up. That would 
allow twenty-five additional policemen or 
firemen. The lesson for Chicago citizens 
could not be drawn more plainly. Abolish 
town government in Chicago.” 


Walker Warns the Collectors. 


Mr. McGann insisted that steps be taken to 
have these officials indicted for withholding 
funds. Acting Mayor Walker did not go this 
far, but he had the following notice served 
personally on each Collector: ; 

“You are hereby notified to render within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt of this no- 
tice to the City of Chicago a statement of the 
amount of taxes for the year 1901 collected 
by you for the City of Chicago, ineluding cor- 
porate, schoo], and library taxes, and demand 
is hereby made that within the same time you 
pay over to said city the amount s0 shown 
to be collected. In default of strict compli- 
ance herewith I am instructed forthwith to 
proceed against you and your bondsmen in 
the manner provided by law.”’ 

Petitions for mandamus already have been 
prepared. This fact caused a stir and prom- 
ises were sent that payment will be made 
within a few days. Last year the Collectors 
gathered in $3,500,000 of the city’s corporate 
and school taxes. 


Vigorous Campaign Is Planned. 


Following up the filing of their petition 
which insures the placing of the question on 
the ballot, the Civie federation has prepared 
to open a vigorous campaign throughout the 
city. The law under which abolition of the 
townships within the city is allowed provides 
if a majority of the voters favor this propo- 
sition the Mayor shall issue a proclamation 
proclaiming the blotting out of these com- 
plex governmental bodies. In this event the 
City Council is vested with the duties of the 
Town boards, the City Clerk becomes ex- 
officio Town Clerk, and the County Treas- 
urer discharges the duties formerly falling 
on the Supervisors and Collectors. No new 
offices are created. In a formal statement 
the federation asserts in part: . 

‘* Voters will have an opportunity to dis- 
pense with seven taxing bodies and escape 
the expense and scandal which the people 
have suffered for many years because of the 
attempts of township officers to grab ex- 
cessive salaries and to impose useless bur- 
dens upon the taxpayers. If the voters 
adopt this law it will greatly encourage the 
fight for entire simplification of our city gov- 
ernment. Now there are nineteen different 
taxing bodies, each with a host of tax eaters, 
retainers, and hangers-on.”

LAW CATCHES BIG HOTELS 


CHARGED WITH FAILURE TO 
MAKE AFFIDAVIT AS TO GUESTS. 


Constables Armed with Four Hundred 
Warrants Sworn Out by State Board 
of Health Invade Fashionable Hos- 
telries and Cheap Lodging-Houses 
—Action Likely to Have Some Effect 
on Colonizers in Scaring Possible 
Offenders in the Suspected Wards. 


Constables with warrants invaded fash- 
ionable residence hotels and South Clark 
street lodging houses, big down-town hostel- 
ries, and First Ward boarding-houses yester- 
day. Four hundred warrants for the arrest 
of proprietors had been sworn out by the 
State Board of Health before Justice Max 
Wolff. It is expected that service will be 
completed today. 

Violation of the State law compelling the 
filing of an affidavit with the State board 
showing the register of guests is charged 
against the proprietors. The Auditorium and 
the Annex and other big hotels had avoided 
trouble by making the necessary statements 
to the board. Others had neglected it, and 
so the Victoria comes in with the South 
Clark street 10 and 20 cent houses. 

A payment of costs and the filing of the 
necessary affidavit probably will release the 
proprietors from the court, but the State 
health officials say it will be necessary for 
every hotel to meet the requirements of the 
law.

Rumor of Political Action. 


Because the action of the Health board 
was taken during a political campaign? it 
was given a connection with the attempts to 
prevent colonization in the First Ward, 
Chief Inspector William G. Laub admitted 
that it might have some political effect. It 
is said by the Election Commissioners that 
this would be small. If the proprietors had 
been forced to file their declarations before 
registration day and the State board had 
cleaned out some of the houses found shel- 
tering too many men, it might have pre- 
vented some from securing a residence in 
the First Ward, and thus have had an ef- 
fect upon registration. 

The Election Commissioners say a map 
cannot be. deprived of his vote simply be- 
cause he lives in an unsanitary place. Un- 
less the movement of the State board has 
some effect by scaring the colonies in the 
ward it probably will have no political in- 
fluence. 

Fail to Make Affidavits. 

The warrants are sworn out for violation 
of the section of the State law which requires 
the proprietors to file with the State board 
an affidavit showing the greatest number of 
persons registered during the year at any one 
time, the rooms they occupied, the dimen- 
sions of the rooms, etc. Another section of 
the law makes it illegal to offer a room for 
sleeping purposes if it does not contain 400 
cubic feet of air space for each person. 

The hearing of cases will begin on Monday 
in Justice Wolff's court.

WILD SWIM IN A SEWER 


NEW-YORKER SWEPT 7 BLOCKS 
BY UNDERGROUND TORRENT. 


Plumber at Work Is Precipitated Into 
Hidden Stream Flushed by Recent 
Rains and Carried Down Through 
Dark Tunnel to East River, Where 
He Is Rescued by Boatmen—Recov- 
ers in Few Moments and Asks for a 
Cigaret. 


New York, March 13.—[Special.]—Carried 
seven blocks through the rushing waters of 
a city sewer, and at last swept from the 
mouth of the sewer into the East River and 
rescued by the Captain of a canal boatanda 
bystander, Edward Boyle, a plumber, of 228 
South First street, Brooklyn, is this after- 
noon none the worse for his perilous experi- 
ence. 

With several other workmen Boyle was re- 
pairing the sewer pipe of a residence at 252 
East Fifty-third street, occupied by a Mrs. 
Dempsey. Boyle was standing on the lower 
rounds of a ladder that had been lowered 
through a manhole to the bottom of the 
sewer. In his hands Boyle held a rope, the 
other end of which was held by the men in 
the street. The ladder broke, precipitating 
Boyle into the swift water of the sewer, al- 
most filled by the recent rains and snow. 


Wild Swim Through Sewer. 


Bewildered for an instant, Boyle dropped 
the rope and was carried with great speed 
through the sewer toward the point at the 
foot of East Forty-ninth street, where it 
empties into the river. Not for an instant 
did he lose his self-control. He is a good 
swimmer and managed to keep his head 
above the water, although the strength of 
the current prevented him from swimming 
much. At every manhole which he passed 
Boyle.got a breath of air, but the spaces 
between the holes were long and several 
times he almost suffocated. 

Down Fifty-third street to First avenue he 
sped and, making a sharp turn into the 
avenue, safely on again to Forty-ninth 
street. There the water carried him around 
another bend and on down to the river. 


Is Dragged from River. 
Captain Fred Wilkes of the canal boat 
Albany was the first to see Boyle when he 
emerged into the river. Wilkes called to 
Frank Kingsley of 311 East Forty-eighth 
street, who stood on the dock, and they threw 


a rope to Boyle and hauled him to the pier. 


He was safe and apparently not much to 
the worse for his watery trip. 

Boyle suffered some from shock, but in a 
few minutes revived, and immediately asked 
for a cigaret. His companions, when they 
reached the dock, expecting to find his body, 
saw Boyle sitting on the canal boat smoking 
. cigaret and calmly receiving congratula- 

ons.

BOER OFFICER IN SKIRMISH

Since then he has 
been living quietly at his home in Worcester, 
Mass., has had steady employment, and has 
kept in touch with the national game 
through umpiring important college games 
in New England, including all of those 
played by Holy Cross in Worcester. 

From there word came yesterday that the 
veteran umpire had received a tip that his 
application for a berth on Ban Johnson's 
staff would be considered if he cared to make 
the application.

BAD TIMING CAUSES SCANDAL. 


Inaccurate Work of Official Watch 
Holders at New Orleans Arouses 
More Surprises Among Bettors. 


New Orleans, March 13,—[Special.]—What 
horsemen believe to be the greatest scandal 
in years is the discovery of ineffective timing 
at the Crescent City track. The, matter 
was brought to a focus on Tuesday, when 
Death, conceding weight and a ‘heavily 
played favorite, beat Maggie Davis, Andes, 
Imp. Albula, and Tom Kingsley in 1:20, ac- 
cording to the official timing. 

Any one of the horses which finished be- 
hind Death can run six and a half furlongs 
in 1:20 as timing is done here. Consequent- 
ly, there was a comparison of watches on 
the outside, and it was found the race had 
been run within a fraction of 1:19. From 
this it can easily be seen that frequent in- 
accuracies in timing lead to crookednress. 

The official timing is done by Rufus Bush, 
a son of Charles 8. Bush, President of the 
Jockey club, and H. M. Johnson, one of the 
stewards. 

One of the worst discrepancies here was 
when Julia Junkin won at five furlongs in 
1:02, according to official time. Outside 
watches made it from 1:00% to 1:01. Others 
fully as bad have been spotted.

LOUISVILLE WILL NOT PERMIT 
FIGHTS BETWEEN BIG FELLOWS. 


Board of Public Safety Issues an Order 
Which Results in the Deejaring on 
of the Maher-Ruhlin and Sharkey- 
Choynski Contests—Colored Pugil- 
ists Are Also Barred—Jim Driscoll 
Will Not Meet Hanrahan Before a 
Local Club—Other Gossip of Ring. 


Louisville, Ky., March 13.—[Special.]—The 
Board of Public Safety this afternoon gave 
orders to the police which will force Man- 
ager H. C. Dickins of the Empire Athletic 
club to declare off the Peter Maher-Gus 
Ruhlin fight, which was to have taken place 
here on April 25, and the Sharkey-Choynski 
bout, which was to have been pulled off on 
Derby night, May 3. 

Under the orders of the board no “ heavy- 
weights’ will be allowed to fight in Louis- 
ville. No boys under 18 years of age will be 
permitted to take part in any preliminaries, 
and no negroes will be allowed to put on the 
gloves in a preliminary or any other sort of 
a bout. The police were instructed to ar- 
rest all persons violating these rules. 

The action of the board came as a surprise 
to the sporting element in Louisville, and it 
will have the effect of hurting the fighting 
game, which has been flourishing here. 

Harry Brennan, chairman of the board, 
said: “The rules will be enforced. There 
will be no heavyweight fighting in Louls- 
ville.”’ 

Manager Dickins said: ‘‘ The board ap- 
parently means business. I shall, of course, 
declare off the Ruhlin-Maher bout and the 
Sharkey-Choynski contest.” 


FORBES WINS FROM GOODMAN. 


Chicago Lad Gets the Decision Over

epoch when there were no Ambassadors at 
Washington, but merely Ministers Plenipo- 
tentiary, and when the United States was 
not conceded abroad the status of a great 
oe of the first rank which she enjoys 
It seems to me, however. that the Presiden 
could settle all. these questions once and a 
all time with a mere stroke of the pen. For, 
by the terms of the constitution, he is in- 
trusted with the direction of the foreign rela- 
tions of the United States and with the 
dealings with the foreign powers. The for- 
eign Ambassadors are accredited to him, 
the President, and not to the United States 
government, Senate, or judiciary. It is for 
him as executive head of the federal govern- 
ment to decide the precise place of the for- 
eign Ambassadors here on the table of 
precedence, being influenced in the matter 
by the treatment accorded to the United 
States Ambassadors abroad. It is he who 
has to see that they are properly treated. 
For it is he who is held responsible by the 
people of this country and by foreign nations 
for the direction of the international affairs 
of the United States. 


Neither the Justices of the Supreme Court 
nor the Senators have any statutory right in 
the matter, and this being the case the for- 
eign Diplomatic Corps are justified in look- 
ing to the President for an early settlement 
of the controversy which has arisen, a con- 
troversy which is unworthy in every way of 
both the Senate and of the United States Su- 
preme Court, whose members should bear in 
mind that after all the foreign Ambassadors 
are the guests of the nation, accredited to 
this country as a compliment to the latter, 
and as such entitled to the treatment of hon- 
ored guests. Moreover, the prestige of the 
Supreme Court and of the Senate, and their 
name for august dignity, are likely to be im- 
paired rather than enhanced both at home 
and abroad by their somewhat discourteous 
struggle to elbow themselves into places 
ahead of the foreign Ambassadors. 

Mer. Sanz de Samper, who, in the company 
of another Vatican prelate, Mgr. Caroli, has 
been spending the last few days at the house 
of Archbishop Corrigan of New York, and 
concerning the nature of whose mission so 
much speculation prevails, is on his way to 
Mexicé bearing a letter from Leo XIII. to 
President Diaz. 

The object of his mission is to bring about 
a restoration of the diplomatic relations 
which formerly subsisted between the Vati- 
can and the Mexican government, but which 
have been interrupted ever since the death 
of Emperor Maximilian in 1867. Quite re- 
cently Austria, which broke off diplomatic 
relations at the same time and on the same 
account-—that is to say, in consequence of the 
shooting of Maximilian—has resumed diplo- 
matic relations, and Pope Leo is anxious to 
follow suit. ‘ 

It is a mission of considerable delicacy and 
of much difficulty, for when some time ago 
Leo XIII. dispatched Mgr. Averardi to’ Mex!i- 
co for the same purpose the latter was unable 
to accomplish anything, and while the Roman 
Catholic Church is strongly represented in 
Mexico, yet there is a powerful anti-clerical 
party which has much influence with the 


While on this subject let me call attention 
to a fact which demonstrates more strikingly 
than anything else the extraordinary age of 
Leo XIII. Incredible though it may appear, 
he is exactly a year older than the first Na- 
poleon’s son, known as the Duke of Reich- 
stadt, as the King of Rome, and as ** L’ Aig- 
lon,” would have been had he survived until 
today. The present Pope was born on March 
2, 1810, whereas the “ Eaglet’’ made his ap- 
pearamce in the world at the Tuillertes 
amidst the booming of cannon on March 2, 
1811. That is to say, if Napoleon II., in 
whose favor his father abdicated at Fontaine- 
bleau in 1814, were alive today he would be 
addressing Leo XIII. as his senior. 

Leo XIII., by the bye, has been singularly 
fortunate in the matter of legacies since he 
became Pope. Taken altogether, the sums 
which have been bequeathed to him as Pope 
since his election in 1878 amaqunt to a sum of 
about $10,000,000. Last year alone the be- 
quests attained a total of $700,000, while 
since the beginning of the present year there 
has already been a single bequest of a quar- 
ter of a million. 

Pius IX. was much less fortunate. For 
throughout his long Pontificate of over thirty 
years the legacies bequeathed to him as Pope 
did not exceed $400,000—that is to say, a little 
more than half of what Leo XIII. received 
last year alone from sources such as these. 
This goes to show that whatever else may be 
said about the Papacy, it is not declining in 
popularity or prestige. ; 


In connection with Miss Stone’s captivity

The question of ransom was thereupon 
raised, and after a considerable amount of 
discussion the price was fixed at $15,000. 

With that faith in the word of the Anglo- 
Saxon which seems somehow or another to 
penetrate into the most out-of-the-way 
regions, the brigands allowed Lord John and 
one of his two friends and the Hon. Arthur 
Strutt, brother of Lord Belper, to go free in 
order that they might make the necessary 
financial arrangements, keeping the third of 
the party, a Mr. Coore, as @ hostage pend- 
* the arrival of the stipulated amount. 
Fortunately neither the Greek nor the Turk- 
ish governments interfered. The brigands 
received the stipulated amount and Mr. 
Coore recovered his liberty none the worse 


for his adventure. 


The massacre of the members of Lord Mun- 
caster’s party at Marathon afew years later, 
in 1870, was entirely due to the fdct that the 
Greek government, in defiance of its solemn 


pledges to the English Legation at Athens, 


and to Lord Muncaster, who had been re- 
leased for the purpose of obtaining the stipu- 
lated ransom, amounting to $150,000, had 
sent troops after the brigands. This con- 


vinced the latter that Lord Muncaster had 


broken faith, and accordingly the Hon. Ed- 
ward Herbert, the Secretary of the British 
Legation at Athens; Count Albert de Boyl, 
the Secretary of the Italian Legation;

NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY 
MEN CHARGE FAVORITISM. 


Assert So Much Money Is Spent for 
Women’s Dormitories None Is Left 
for Gymnasium or Encouragement 
of Athletics—Fear College Will Be- 
come “a Hopelessly Feminine In- 
stitution "—Officials Deny Any In- 
tention to Discriminate. 


“Unless Northwestern University is to be 


a change in policy is inevitable.’’ 

With this explanation of their position the 
young men students at the Evanston schoo! 
are making vigorous protest against the 
policy of the trustees, which, they say, dis- 
criminates unjustly against the men and in 
favor of the young women. In the superior 
accommodations provided for women they 
point out a peril to the university, which, 
they say, is becoming a women’s boarding 
school. 

From casual conversations among groups 
of students, the discussion has spread to the 
men’s organizations and Greek letter fra- 
ternities, where the sentiment gradually 
has™become more intense.: In the current 
number of the college paper the men set 
forth their grievances and make a demand 
for better accommodations. ° 


Text of the Criticism. 


‘‘ A visitor to the campus and surrounding 
neighborhood would easily gain the impres- 
sion that Northwestern was chiefly a wom- 
an’s college, and the few men admitted were 
tolerated as interesting experiments in a 
novel sort of coeducation,” says the criti- 
cism. The three adventurers in Tennyson's 


The most deplorable feature of the univer- 
sity dormitory system as at present con- 
ducted is the utter disproportion between the 
accommodations offered to men and women. 

‘Three large buildings accommodate the 
women of the university, in addition to the 
considerable number who live in private 
homes. It is for equally ample accommo- 
dations for the men of the university that 
we plead. And unless Northwestern Is to be 
stamped as a hopelessly feminine institution 
a change in policy is inevitable." 


Ask a Better Gymnasium. 


The young men, however, do not want 
dormitories. As a rule, they prefer to find 
their own rooms in Evanston. But they 
point to the diminutive and antiquated 
gymnasium, the lack of encouragement to 
take part in athletics, and a seeming disre- 
gard of their presence at the school, as com- 
pared with the costly dormitories built for 
women, as a basis for their protest. 

The protest of the men has caused the 
university authorities to make emphatic 
denial that the attendance of women stu- 
dents was solicited more earnestly than that 
of the men. 

“The university is not discriminating,” 
said Dr. Daniel Bonbright, Acting President. 
** We would have bought dormitories for the 
men. long ago, but we found they did not 
want them. Itis not the policy of the univer- 
sity to discriminate between women and 
men.’’ 

In the College of Liberal Arts 47 per cent 
of the students are women and 53 per cent 
men. 


COEDS JUSTIFY “WHITE LIES.” 


Affirmative Speakers Win Decision by 
Decisive Vote of Northwestern Uni- 
versity Woman’s Debating Club. 


Northwestern University coeds debated 
the question, “‘Is It Ever Right to Tell a 
Lie,” and decided that on occasions pre- 
varication is entirely proper. The speakers 
for the winning side went so far as to say 
that a person lacked intelligence who would 
hesitate to * stretch the truth ’’ when an un- 
truth would better serve the cause. 

The question was under discussion at the 
regular meeting of the Woman’s Debating 
club yesterday afternoon in the chapel of 
Willard Hall. Ethel Merrill and Catherine 
Ammon argued for the affirmative and Isa- 
bel Warrington and Edna Bronson for the 
negative. The members of the club, ex- 
clusive of the principals, were the judges. 

In opening the debate Miss Merrill asked 
the judges to cast aside prejudice and let 
only the argument count. *“*In open dis- 
cussion there seems to be a prejudice against 
prevarication,’’ she said, *‘ which the merits 
of the question do not seem to warrant. 
Witness the policy of public men, who are 
the better patriots because they do not hesi- 
tate to lie when it will better serve the 
country.” 

“A public man should not be taken as a 
criterion,’’ declared Miss Bronson of the 
negative. “In the Bible it says ‘ Thou 
shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor.’ 

** Higher criticism,’’ responded Miss Mer- 
rill, ‘‘ has decreed that the false witness re- 
ferred to applies only to ‘ mean things.’ To 
say good things about your neighbor, even 
if they are not true, is entirely proper. Itis 
a stupid man who will not tell even a‘ white’ 
lie.’”’ 

Miss Merrill’s quotation from “ higher 
criticism *’ turned the day for the affirma- 
tive, which won by overwhelming odds. 


MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. 


Kubelik Recital. 


Jan Kubelik now has reached the point in 
his first American tour where good-bys are 
in order. Not that the young Bohemian 
wizard of the violin has worn out his wel- 
come—the extensive tour across the conti- 
nent next season, which is already being 
arranged for, proves that—but the music 
year is on the wane, and besides, there is a 
King to be crowned in England, and in cele- 
bration of that event forty concerts must 
need be given in London and “the prov- 
inces.’’ 

Thus it is that farewells must now be said, 
a Chicago having been four times won- 

us kind, a parting call on the way east- 
ward was but right and justly due. In fact, 
one farewell it seemed would scarce suffice— 
therefore two were arranged. The first of 
these partings took place last evening at 
the Auditorium, and such sweet sorrow did 
it in truth prove that only satisfaction is 
felt that Kubelik and Chicago, like a sort of 
modernized, up-to-date Romeo and Juliet, 
will say good-by again tomorrow, the place 
being the same, but the hour 2:30. 

The audience was not of the same generous 
proportions as were those at the four earlier 
recitals. The balcony and galleries were 
well filled, but many rows of empty seats 
were to be seen on the main floor, and the 
majority of the boxes were unoccupied. 
Kubelik’s countrymen were not s0 much in 
evidence as heretofore, and the curiosity of 
the fashionables either had been satisfied 
or was not so keen that it could not wait 
until the matinée tomorrow. It was an au- 
dience, however, that was the most appre- 
ciative and complimentary the young artist 
has yet had here. Barring a few applausive 
sensation lovers, who sat up-a-loft and 
clapped their hands every time the violin- 
ist’s bow left the strings, the listeners were 
music lovers, who heard and enjoyed, but 
paid the performer the high and true com- 
pliment of close attention and complete 
silence until the movement or selection was 
ended, and then voiced their appreciation 
and approval in round after round of ap- 
plause. 

Kubelik seemed to feel the quality of his 
audience, for he did some of the finest, most 
serious playing yet heard from him here. 
Certainly at no previous time has he more 
forcibly proved how groundless is the charge 
brought against him of being a mere “ play- 
er for show’’—a lover of the displaying 
of his powers as a technician. That his 
technical equipment is stupendous is uni- 
versally conceded, but yet last evening he 
who could have played the final allegro of 
the Mendelssohn Concerto at a speed that 
would have enabied him to dazzle his hear- 
ers and rouse the unthinking among them 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm, took it at 
a tempo more moderate than is even cus- 
tomary, and by rare clarity in phrasing, 
finesse in nuance and shading. and high 
musicianship, to say nothing of the won- 
Grous tonal beauty that characterized it, 
gave the movement a reading that could.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 

Mr. Merriman Again. 
“The Velvet Glove.” A Spanish Tale of 
Love and Crime. 

“The Velvet Glove,” by Henry Seaton 
Merriman (Dodd, Mead & Co.), isa story of 
the Pyrenees, the scenes being laid in and 
about Saragossa and the characters all Span- 
ish. The period is that of 1870. The tale 
hinges on the endeavors of the Jesuits to 
secure the fortune of a young girl, Juanita 
de Mogente. Her father, Francisco de Mo- 
gente, a man of wealth, returns from a fif- 


teen years’ residence in Cuba to see his 
children, Leon, a young Jesuit monk, being 


the brother of Juanita. The elder Mogente 


is assassinated in a public highway on the 
night of his arrival in Saragossa, and dies 
in a Jesuit house, into which he has been 
carried after receiving his fatal wounds. 
Before he dies he makes a will bequeathing 
his property, amounting to 3,000,000 pesetas, 
to Juanita, who is at school in a convent. 

To save her fortune.from the Jesuits, 
Marcos de Sarrion, a high-minded young 
man of noble family, who is in love with 
her, persuades her to marry him, and thus 
secures her release, but tells her they will 
only “play at being married,” and he will 
leave her in the enjoyment of her freedom 
and her fortune. But in the final chapter 
there is a charming love scene, in which she 
tells him She fs tired of playing that they’ 
are married and insists on being a real wife. 
The story is graphically told, full of action, 
and contains much of the history of those 
stirring times, the war scenes being espe- 
clally picturesque. 


Dowden’s Edition of Shakspeare. 
The Bowen-Merrill Company Bringing It 
Out in America. 

If so cautious a publishing house as that 
of Bowen-Merrill does not find a new edition 
of Shakspeare superfluous, one may rest in 
the easy confidence that the master of Eng- 
lish drama continues to hold his own with 
the best of the modern, and that an elab- 
orately annotated edition of his works is 
likely to meet with favor in spite of the 
number of similar editions wpon the market. 
Professor Edward Dowden, the editor of the 
present publication, has entered upon his 
task without show of needless pedantry, 
first relating the stories which are the 
sources of Shakspeare’s product and then 
commenting upon readings and interpreta- 
tions, with good reasonable explanations of 
doubtful lines, with allusions to similarities 
elsewhere in Shakspeare or in other poets, 
and with definitions of obsolete words. 
The student who wishes to inform himself 
concerning the derivations of words, plots, 
phrases, or theorles has only to consult the 
bottom of the page and the nonpareil type 
to enable himself to pass an examination 
upon the subject in hand. Whether this is 
the best way in which to read a poet is a 
matter which it is unnecessary to discuss. 
The schoohmen will always regard the poets 
with the eyes of grammarians, and every 
specialist put the poet to the test to see if he 
‘be accurate. Professor Dowden not only per- 
mits himself the literary pleasure of track- 
ing to its lair every tale, poem, or tradition 
which might have furnished suggestion to 
Shakspeare, but he also points out the lines 
of later poets which may have been inspired 
by Shakspeare’s work. Each play is pub- 
lished under separate cover, and type and 
paper are good. The bindings are of dark 
red cloth, which always makes an agreeable 
glow on the book shelves. ‘“ Hamlet,” 
‘Romeo and Juliet,” and “King Lear” 
have thus far appeared. 3 


A Later Bayard. 
‘Diary and Correspondence of Count 
Axel Fersen.”” Hardy, Pratt & Co. 

To have at the age of 20 so attracted the 
attention of the Queen of France as to excite 
the jealousy of the entire court, to have ac- 
companied the French army to assist the 
struggling patriots of America, and to have 
distinguished himself there by signal service 
in field and council, to have renounced mar- 
riage in favor of a friend, to have become 
the adviser of Louls XVI. and Marie An- 
toinette, and remained faithful when many 
others proved false, such was the life of 
Count Axel Fersen, the gallant young Swede 


of knighthood. 

For over ten years this squire of dames 
stood Mke fidelity itself beside the Queen of 
his admiration, while all the time he wasa4 
loyal citizen of his own country and the friend 
and trusted adviser ofits King. For over ten 
years his sole aim was the happiness and 
safety of the French monarch and his con- 
sort, and for this he risked life and liberty. 
During the perilous days of the revolution 
he was their messenger, their guide, and their 
best friend. . For them he went on countless 
embassies and secret missions. He wrote 
inntimerable letters to them and to almost 
every sovereign of Europe. He visited near- 
ly all the courts trying to induce the poten- 
tates to come to the rescue of his royal friends 
in peril. His own monarch, Gustavus IIl., 
alone was willing to proffer that aid. The 
others, even the imperiled Queen’s brother 
of Austria, temporized and waited, while 
their Prime Ministers bound the situation 
hopelessly with diplomatic red tape. 

With far more daring and fertility of re- 
source than any of the loyal Frenchmen, 
Fersen wrote, journeyed, and intrigued, ar- 
gued, wheedled, and reproached, with eye 
single to the relief of the French monarchs. 

The record of his work during these years 
as shown in the “‘ Diary and Correspondence 
of Count Axel Fersen,”’ is one of the noblest 
recitals of faith, loyalty, and devotion to be 
found in print. It is more romantic than 
fiction and just as true as nature. It is, as 
has been said, the chronicle of a later knight 
errant, a stainless Bayard, without fear and 
without reproach, who proudly bore his 
lady's colors and stood ever ready to do bat- 
tle in her defense. 

The book, which is admirably translated 
from the French by Katherine Prescott 
Wormeley, in the Versailles edition of 
French memoirs being issued by Hardy, 
Pratt & Co., ts illustrated by several photo- 
gravures of the leading characters. The 
frontispiece, that of Fersen himself, shows 
a noble, sensitive, intellectual countenance. 
Those letters to his father relating his ex- 
perience with the allied armies in America 
will be found especially interesting to read- 
ers in this country.

The Governor stood with his index 
finger resting on the side of his nose in a 
meditative. manner, while the President 
spoke in guarded tones, but enthusiastically 
gesticulating with his right hand.

If one class 
is farbidden to sell articles which are not 
what they are represented to be evéry one 
engaged in any commercial industry should 
be subject to the same law. They objected 
to that feature of the measure which re- 
quires the dealers to label their goods show- 
ing where they are produced. This would 
be a heavy burden on them and would dis- 
close many business secrets. 

He objected to a penalty being imposed on 
persons who sold food products deleterious 
to health unless the Hepburn bill was amend- 
ed to provide for the punishment of persons 
who knowingly violated the law. Many 
persons would innocently violate the law as 
framed and ‘they would be imprisoned if 
convicted. 

He said it was impracticable for the re- 
tailers to tell in every instance whether the 
goods they sold were pure, as a great deal 
of their business was transacted by tele- 
phone and telegraph, and a dealer did not 
have time to stop to get a guarantee. Under 
the proposed legislation the dealer would 
have no defense.

HAY WILL HEAR CASE. 


Trouble Grows Out of Contro- 
versy Over Ownership of 
Copper Mine. 


SENATOR PRESENTS PAPERS. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special.J— 
Charges against Powell Clayton, United 
States Ambassador to Mexico, were filed at 
the State department today by Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota in behalf of William H. 
Mealy, a citizen of the United States, but 
who has been a resident of Mexico for 
twenty years. 

The charges concern Ambaseador Clay- 
ton’s manner of handling the case of Mr. 
Mealy, who has before the State depart- 
ment a claim for indemnity against the 
Mexican government on account of alleged 
illegal imprisonment and denial of legal 
rights. According to the statement filed to- 
day by Senator Nelson the Ambassador has 
made reports on the Mealy case not in ac- 
cordance with the facts and is interested in 
a mining company in Mexico. 


May Ask Formal Investigation. 


It is said that three Senators have become 
interested in the matter, and that there is a 
possibility of the introduction of a resolu- 
tion for investigation of the Ambassador's 
conduct. 

Mr. Mealy has been engaged in mining en- 
terprises in Mexico for a score of years, 
More than a year ago he acquired title to 
*“*the Reduction of Florencia ’’ copper mine. 
Under the mining laws of Mexico the claim 
to a mine must be perfected within three 
months after the first entry at the proper 
registry office. It appears that what is 
known as the Norias de Bejan company, a 
Mexican organization, put in a claim for 
the property of which Mr. Mealy afterwards 
obtained possession. The Norias de Bejan 
company, however, failed to perfect its title, 
and at the expiration of the three months’ 
period of limitation Mr. Mealy and some as- 
sociates filed their claim to the property 
which they afterwards acquired. The mine 
proved successful. After it had been in op- 
eration by Mr. Mealy’s company for some 
time the rival organization renewed its claim 
and subsequently obtained possession. 

The trouble between the two rival mining 
associations was carried into the Mexican 
courts. Mr. Mealy was asked for a docu- 
ment relating to the ownership of the mine, 
He testified that it had been mislaid. Sub- 
sequently he was again called on to produce 
the missing document and ultimately did 
so. Mr. Mealy was ill about this time, ac- 
cording to medical certificates, and secured 
a postponement of his appearance. He de- 
layed putting in an appearance, and was ar- 
rested for contempt of.court. After confine- 
ment for a few days in jail he was released 
on bail pending a decision in Amparo pro- 


ceedings, corresponding to an application 


for a writ of habeas corpus. 


Is Arrested and Put in Jail. 


Later the contempt proceedings were 
dropped, but Mr. Mealy was again arrested 
on charges of theft and perjury. He was 
then confined in the jail at Ciubao Porfirio 
Diaz. At his request Lewis A. Martin, the 
United States Consul there, made an inspec- 
tion of the jail and reported to the State de- 
partment that it was a filthy place and that 
Mr. Mealy’s health was endangered. 

In the statement filed with the State de- 
partment by Senator Nelsen it is alleged 
that Ambassador Clayton did not adhere to 
the facts in describing the condition of the 
jail at Ciubao Porfirio Diaz, where Mr. Mealy 
was confined. 

Senator Nelson also submitted an original 
affidavit of an ex-Judge in M®xico that Am- 
bassador Clayton was a director of and had a 
pecuniary interest in the Carmen Mining 
company. 

The charges against Ambassador Clayton 
will be taken up for consideration by Secre- 
tary Hay when he returns to Washington 
next week. It was said at the department 
today that Mr. Clayton was an excellent 
diplomatic officer. Other charges that he 
had been derelict in caring for the interests 
of American citizens were recently filed by a 
Dr. Scott of Texas. 


HANNA DEFENDS SUBSIDY BILL. 


Senator Berry Attacks Measure Intro- 
duced by Committee and Ohio Man 
Makes Reply. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—Mr. Berry 
of Arkansas, a member of the Commerce 
committee, made a vigorous argument inthe 
Senate today in opposition to the ship sub- 
sidy bill. He charged it would foster trusts 
and monopolies in the shipping industry, 
and that already J. Pierpont Morgan and his 
associates were forming a syndicate for the 
control of the shipping on the Atlantic. 

In this connection Mr. Berry became in- 
volved in a colloquy with Mr. Hanna of Ohio, 
who maintained that the ships acquired by 
Mr. Morgan from foreign countries could not 
participate in the subsidies previded by the 
pending measure. 

Mr. Berry declared Mr. Morgan and Mr. 
Griscom (President of the American line) 


' and their associates would be the beneficia- 


ries of the pending bill. If Mr. Morgan and 
his associates desired to obtain American 
register for their foreign built ships, he had 
no doubt of their ability to convince the ma- 
jority in Congress that it would be right to 
give their vessels American register. He 
denounced as “‘ unjust and unfair "’ the prop- 
osition “‘ to levy a tribute upon the taxpay- 
ers” for the enrichment of private individ- 
uals and corporations. 

Mr. Hanna said Mr. Berry had urged that 
the enormous power and influence of Mr. 
Morgan and his associates would be brought 
to bear on Congress to secure the admission 
of their foreign built ships to American reg- 
ister. That was gratuitious. If it were true 
this bill would offer little inducement to 
those owners, as, by having their vessels 
brought under American register, they could 

cipate in the profitable coastwise trade 
of the United States. 

Mr. Perkins of California, another member 
of the Commerce committee, delivered a care- 
fully prepared speech in support of the bill, 
maintaining that it would add to the pros- 
perity of the entire country. . 7

PLEADS FOR PARK MERIT 


L. ¥. SHERMAN DECLARES POLI- 
TICS DISRUPTS THE SYSTEM. 


Speaker Appears Before a Chicago 
‘Commons Audience and Is Cheered 
When He Says That tke City Breath- 
ing Spots and State Charitable In- 
stitutions Should Be Put on a Non- 
Partisan Basis—Remedy Lies with 
the People Themselves. 


“The State charities of Illinols and the 
parks of Chicago will be used as footballs in 
the game of politics just as long as the people 
will permit it. I do not charge that these 
conditions are the fault of any people now in 
power; they are the heritage of time. But 
any one who ever hurled anything at a cat 
on the back fence knows that unless the cat 
was hit there was no howl. If any political 
cat in IWinois squalls at what I have said I 
propose to hit him again.” 

In this manner Speaker L. Y. Sherman re- 
ferred to the administration of the State 
charities and Chicago parks at the annual 
entertainment of the Seventeenth Ward Com- 
munity elub at the Chicago Commons last 
evening. 

Mr. Sherman struck a sympathetic key, for 
his utterances brought strong applause. He 
spoke on “ Legislative Impossibilities,” and 
held that proper management of the chari- 
ties and parks would be one of such impossi- 
bilities till politics be eliminated from them. 


Speaker Puts a “Why?” 


“Can any one explain why the Chicago 
parks should be regulated from Springfield?” 
demanded Mr. Sherman. “ It is impossible 
to get the best service from the payrolls 
and the taxes when they are all administered 
from the State capital. The result can only 
be an inadequate service and a prostitution 
of the tax fund. Let the parks be put inthe 
hands of those who are directly interested. 

** There are in the institution we call public 
charities some 10,000 or 11,000 persons—the 
blind, the deaf and dumb—who are robbed 
by nature of these senses. The public schools 
cannot reach them, and they must be taught 
independently. The feeble-minded are to 
be cared for, and any spark of intelligence 
kindled by the teacher’s hand. Then there 
are the asylums for the curable and incurable 
insane. All are the wards of the State. 

‘I do not charge that the present condi- 
tions are the fault of those in power, but 
they are capable of improvement. 


Offers Non-Partisan Remedy. 


** The people of Illinois must speedily come 
to this conclusion and then these charities 
will be placed on a non-partisan basis and 


next on the civil service list. It is our duty 


to see that the unfortunate have the best 
care, and politics must have.no place in the 
administration of their affairs. 

**I do not believe that the time has come 
when State elections can be taken care of 
without having political parties. Let one 
party or the other be in power, and hold that 
party accountable for the results. Party 
issues are less necessary in municipal af- 
fairs, and have no place at all in the gov- 
ernment of the parks and charities. 

‘The necessary change can be made, but 
to make good bricks in Springfield you must 
send us the necessary legislative straw. 
You will appreciate the need of this when 
you realize how completely the City of Chi- 
cago is in the power of the General As- 
sembly.’’ 


MAY CEASE BUYING BONDS. 


Secretary Shaw to Lay the Matter Be- 
fore the Cabinet Today for 
Definite Action. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—[Special. ]— 
In all probability Secretary Shaw will within 
a few days officially announce that the pur- 
chase of bonds by the Treasury will be dis- 
continued. The question will be taken up at 
the meeting of the Cabinet tomorrow for 
definite settlement, and Secretary Shaw will 
recommend that the purchases cease, for the 
present at least. 

The Secretary does not altogether repu-: 
diate the bond purchase ‘policy of his pred- 
ecessor, Mr. Gage, by whose order the pur- 
chases were begun about a year ago. He 
believes that under present conditions, how- 
ever, it is hardly worth the government’s 
while to buy bonds, and that in some re- 
spects the policy is actually unwise. 

The amount of bonds offered for govern- 
ment purchase has fallen off considerably 
within the last two or three months, until 
the daily average is quite low. There were 
indications some time ago that some of the 
national banks were reducing their circula- 
tion with the specific purpose of selling the 
withdrawn bonds. Secretary Shaw has no 
doubt that this condition, which has con- 
tinued, is due to the high price of bonds, 
caused by the government’s presence in the 
market as a buyer. 

Several days ago it became known that 
the Secretary would hereafter decline to 
favor as government depositories those 
banks which have reduced their circulation 
with the apparent purpose of selling bonds. 
During the last eleven months the Treasury 
has expended upwards of $75,000,000 in bond 
purchases. 


ATTACKS HAY IN THE HOUSE. 


Mr. Cochran of Missouri Scores State 
Department for Attitude on the 
Boer War. 


Washington, D. C., March 13.—The House 
today closed general debate on the postoffice 
appropriation bill and completed considera- 
tion of twelve of the twenty-seven pages of 
the bill. 

Mr. Cochran of Missourl made a speech 
denouncing the course of the administration 
relative to the British war against the South 
African Republics.

our ears by every gale, that our Secretary of 
State discovers some rule of international 
law that shuts the mouth of mercy and 
palsies the hand of charity. Shame upon 
this farce.”

Presents Brief to Legislature

GIVES MANY REASONS.

New York, March 13.—[Special.]—District

reasons why his bill to legalize the opening 
of saloons in New York on Sunday between 
- hours of 1 and 11 p. m. should becoms 
a law. 

He says the law would have public senti- 
ment behind it and would be enforced, and 
that it would help do away with the Rajnes 
law hotel, the debauching of the police, and@ 
the blackmail system. Finally, he tells th 
Legislatute, subordination of the vital ! 
terests of great cities to the supposed exi- 
gencies of State politics is Mkely to result 
in a political union of New York, Buffalo, 
and Rochester to protect their interests. He 
asks that the bill be put to a vote so as to 
get the Legislature on record. ; 


Some of Jerome’s Arguments. 


Here are some extracts from his brief: 

“Under democratic forms of government 
a law is not permanently enforceable by 
elected local authorities where a large num- 
ber of persons in the locality do not consider 
the act forbidden as immoral in itself and 
are unwilling to yield willing obedience to the 
law. (Moonshining, smuggling, and Maine 
rum selling quoted as examples.) 

“In the City of New York there are a 
large number of people who do not consider 
it immoral to enter a saloon and take a 
drink of intoxicating liquor on Sunday. 


Majority of Voters Violate Law. 


*“* Of 13,000 saloons in the city one-half are 
engaged in selling liquor on Sunday in de- 
flance of the law, which, with an average of 
twenty customers means 154,000 voters, who 
will not yield obedience to this law. Now 
if it be considered that these persons are 
nearly all voters and that usually in this 
city a much smaller number than 134,000 
votes will determine an election, it becomes 
perfectly plain what must be the political 
fate of any administration which prevents 
these .persons from doing what they wish to 
do and what they do not look upon as im- 
moral’’ 


Too Many Raines Hotels. 


Mr. Jerome says there are in this city'2,168 
so-called hotels. Probably to satisfy the 
needs of the people for bona fide hotel ac- 
commodations 800 or 900 hotels would be 
enough. This leaves 1,200 hotels brought 
into existence simply to enable liquor to be 
sold on Sunday, and not at all for genuine 
hotel purposes. The practical result of this 
is as follows: 

“The licensee has at least ten rooms on 
his hands and there is no demand for them 
for legitimate purposes. He must rent them 
or the expense will destroy him. He rents 
them to men and women resortigg there for 
illicit purposes. These so-called hotels have 
become centers of vice and are today one of 
the most serious problems to be dealt with 
in this community. 

“The effect upon the community through 
the debauching of the police by the present 
law favoring blackmail isserious. Mentally, 
morally, and physically the average police- 
man when appointed is superior to the ay- 
erage man. Make him part of a system 
which sells protection even to liquor dealers 
alone and you at once inculcate a disrespect 
for law and its observance. 

“Train over 7,000 such men with the pow- 
ers they have to such a theory and then 
scatter them geographically over the city 
in proportion to population, and the effect 
you will have in lowering the general moral 
tone is incalculable. 

“An unenforceable law always develops 
blackmail. 


No Way to Check System. 


“There has not been and under our insti- 
tutions cannot permanently be any check 
upon them, because Mayors and District 
Attorneys are elected locally, and their po- 
litical life is sure to be short when they try 
to compel enforcement of such a law. 

“The effect of the present law is to do 
irreparable damage to the community by 
tending to degrade-those in the liquor busi- 
ness and to cause them to lose their self- 
respect and their respect foralllaw. Theef- 
fect of the proposed change would be in an 
opposite direction. 

‘* For more than fifty years the populations 
of the cities of this State have grown at the 
expense of the rural districts, and yet the 
cities have not grown proportionately in 
their power and influence in the Legislature. 
There is an issue the advent of which in 
State politics has been long delayed. It is 
not a narrow one. It is broad enough fora 
State campaign. The liquor problem in cities 
is but a part of and an illustration of this 
issue. 


Cities Ruled by State Politics. 


“The issue is: Shall the vital interests of 
the people of the great cities of this State 
be longer subordinated to the exi- . 
gencies of State politics? 

** Rochester, Buffalo, and New York, con- 
taining more than half the population of the 
State, and with representation in the Legis- 
lature sufficient to control both branches, 
are about ripe for a political union to pro-— 
tect their interests and to enforce the enact- 
ment of laws consonant to the needs of the 


citizens. 

Let the Legislature futher neglect their 
needs on ‘this subject, let this Legislature 
adjourn without displaying even an intelli- 
gent and fair-minded interest in their wants 
and you will have done all in your power to 
drive them together politically. 

“and, what is more, you will force into 
politics and keep in politics the whole liquor 
question.” 

To get.an absolute majority in both Houses 
Mr. Jerome would need another city in his 
combine.

Trade Gossip on ‘Change. 
Estimated arrivals for today are: Wheat, 
30 cars; corn, 90 cars; oats, 70 cars; hogs, 
23,000 head. 
“The daily reports of sales of white 
clipped oats for shipment East,”’ declared 
one cash handler, ‘‘are misleading. It is 
certainly impossible to sell white clipped 
Oats East on any better basis than No. 2 
whites are bringing here, and that means 
that the dealer gets nothing for clipping 
them, which costs at the lowest estimate \ce. 
The real fact is that the sales reported are 
all barley mixtures.”’ 

“The same thing has happened that al- 


-ways happens when claims of crop damage 


are interrupted by rains,’ said T. M. Baxter. 
“The fellows who have been sending in the 
damage reports do not take them back, but 
they keep still, and that amounts to the 
same thing.’’ 

“There is no occasion for worry about a 
market for black oats here,”” said W. H. 
Merritt, * if No. 2 mixed oats are not retained 
asa contract grade. They only represent 15 
per cent of the receipts, and there is no reu- 
son why the contract grades should be reg- 
ulated with reference to so small a propor- 
tion of the receipts. There has been a good 
market here for No. 3 white oats, though 
they have not been a contract grade, and 
there will be for the mixed oats to the extent 
of the commercial démand for them.”’ 

Even Oklahoma whéat seems to be doing 
nicely, ‘according to the secretary of the 
Oklahoma Millers’ association, who says 
personal inspection shows that wheat is 
greening up nicely and that prospects are 
for a good crop. 

Cable advices to Portland, Ore., confirm 
the claims of a short crop in Australia, re- 
porting exporters unable to secure wheat 
enough to fill tonnage engagements already 
made for European account, and charters 
being canceled at a loss of 4 to 6 shillings 
a ton to the exporter. 

Some of the corn bears who are talking of 
an Indifferent demand for cash corn for ship- 
ment are making the point that in previous 
years at this season there has generally 
been from 2,000,000 to 3,000,000 bu of corn 
loaded in vessels here for May shipment, 
but that this year not a vessel has been 
chartered or a bushel loaded. 


PRODUCE MODERATELY ACTIVE. 


Fair Demand for Most of the Articles in 
the List at About Steady 
Prices. 


Trade in produce lines generally was re- 
ported better yesterday than during the 
earlier days of the week. Local dealers are 
disposed to take larger quantities of dairy 
product and green vegetables, both of which 
are in larger supply.

PAIL IN ATTACKS 


‘WALL STREET STOCKS RISE DE- 
SPITE PROFESSIONALS. 


Brokers Attempt to Force Declines by 
Selling Short in Anticipatidn of Bad 
‘Bauk Statement, but Majority of Is- 
sues Show Strength — Steel Group 
Goes Higher on Buying—Plan of Re- 
arranging Trust's Finances Out- 
lined.

NEW YORK, March 13.—(Special.]—The 
professional traders of the Stock Exchange 
began early this morning to anticipate and 
discount the weekly clearing house bank 
statement, not due until Saturday noon. 
They figured out that the showing must be 
bad, a decrease of millions in surplus re- 
serves at least, and they sold the stock mar- 
ket short accordingly. 

But quotations did not go down. Instead, 
there was strength throughout the list the 
whole day long. Even copper trust shares 
were strong. 

All the stocks in the steel group were high- 
er on, buying ascribed to trade interests and 
based on the prosperous condition of the steel 
trade. United States Steel was up \% and 
the preferred %, American Car and Foundry 
rose %, Colorado Fuel gained 1%, Pressed 
Steel Car 1%, Tennessee Coal %, and Repub- 
lic Iron and Steel preferred 1. ; 

\ 

Various reports were current regarding 
the financial plans of the United States Stee) 
corporation, but the facts will be found 
along the following lines. It is proposed to 
retire $200,000,000 of the preferred stock by 
the issue of $250,000,000 of 5 per cent gold 
bonds to run for sixty years, redeemable 
after ten years at 110 at the option of the 
company. The preferred stockholders will 
be given the opportunity to exchange 40 
per cent of their stock for the new bonds, 
and will be given the right to subscribe to 
the additional $50,000,000 of new bonds to 
the extent of 25 per cent of the stock sur- 
rendered by them. 

The $50,000,000 of bonds in excess of the 
amount required to retire the preferred stock 
will be used for the consolidation of plants 
and modernizing of mills, and it is estimated 
that as a result the earnings of the United 
States Steel corporation will be increased 
$10,000,000 a year. 

The retirement of 40 per cent of the pre- 
ferred stock as set. forth will result in a re- 
duction in dividend charges of $4,000,000 a 
year, and as the interest charge on the ad- 
ditional $50,000,000 of bonds is only $2,600,000 
it is evident that the company saves $1,500,000 
by the operation, which, with income, will 
doubtless be set aside as a sinking fund for 
the redemption of the $50,000,000 of new | 
bonds. 

The details of the plan of retirement for the 
preferred stock probably will be announced 
within a few days. The market reflected a 
favorable reception of the plan. 


One of the features of the market was 
North American, which, selling to the high- 
est price on record, advanced at one time 
6% points, and closed for a net gain of 5% 
on dealings in 14,000 shares. 

Largely as a result of the conflicting ad- 
vices from Washington in respect to the 
possible outcome of the Cuban tariff contro- 
versy sugar trust stock was under pressure, 
at one time breaking from 126% to 123% on 
persistent selling by houses which a few 
weeks ago were prominent in advancing 
the issue. In the last hour supporting or- 
ders appeared, rallying the price to 125%, 
marking nevertheless a net loss of % on deal- 
ings in 51,000 shares.

Underwriting in connection with the pro- 
posed conversion of 40 per cent, or $200,000,- 
000, of the preferred stock of the United 
States Steel corporation into 5 per cent bonds 
is being placed.

“It has been found that many of the plants 
in the steel corporation were built with the 
view of competing with others now em- 
braced in the same group. It has developed 
at the meetings which are held from time to 
time by the Presidents of the various sub- 
sidiary companies that changes should be 
made in the various plants which would re- 
sult in harmonizing the whole in such a way 
as to affect economies, estimated to result in 
a saving under normal conditions of the 
enormous sum Of $15,000,000 per year.

Dissolution of Strong Eastern 
Association to End All 
Agreements. 


COAL DEALS NEXT TO GO. 


Traffic Conference Held Here to 
Equalize the Lake and Rail 
Schedules. 


RATES LIKELY TO BE LOWER 


~ 


The announcement yesterday that it had 
been decided to wind up the affairs of the 
Eastern Trunk Line association on April 1 
on account of the attitude taken by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Interstate Commerce 
comfnission caused considerable excitement 
in railroad circles here. 

While the Western roads only a few days 
ago had decided to abandon the various 
traffic pools between Chieago and Kansas 
City, Chicago and Omaha and Sioux City, 
and Chicago and St. Paul it was not believed 
that the Eastern roads would follow. It was 
believed that if such action were taken a be- 
ginning would be made with the Central 
Freight association and not with the Trunk 
Line association, as the latter is not con- 
sidered nearly as much of a pool as the 
former. 


Points to End of All Pools. 


Since J. F. Goddard's death, more than a 
year ago, the Trunk Line association has 
been without an official head, and its af- 
fairs have been under direct control of the 
President. It was the successor of the Joint 
Traffic association, which was declared il- 
legal by the United States Supreme Court. 
Having as members the New York Central 
and Pennsylvania systems, which practical- 
ly control affairsinthe territory between New 
York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, and 
Pittsburg, it was considered the strongest 
and most easily controlled of all the railroad 
traffic associations, and its voluntary dis- 
solution, coming after a conference between 
the Eastern rajlway magnates and President 
Roosevelt a week ago, indicates that all 
traffic associations or bureaus that have for 
their object the division of traffic or earn- 
ings will be abolished. 

General traffic officials of Chicago east- 
bound roads have come to the conclusion 
that the pools on east-bound flour, grain, 
and provisions, which were established 
shortly after the demise of the Joint Traffic 
association, will be dissolved at an early 
date. The only railroad man who does not 
share this opinion is Chairman J. F. Tucker 
of the Central Freight association. 

The breaking of these pools, it is claimed, 
will benefit some roads and hurt others. 
Those which will be benefited are the Lake 
Shore, Grand Trunk, Pennsylvania, and 
Nickel Plate. The statement rendered on 
Jan. 1 lagt showed that these roads had car- 
ried much more traffic than the percentage 
allotted to them. 


Coal Pools Likely to Go. 


Another pool likely to be broken in the near 
future is that on coal traffic from Illinois and 
Indiana mines, which was established two 
or three years ago. The coal traffic pool of 
Eastern lines, which handles mostly anthra- 
cite, is also to be dissolved. The breaking up 
of these coal pools will, it is predicted, result 
in a marked decrease in the price of both 
anthracite and bituminous coal. 

The withdrawal of the Rock Island and 
Texas and Pacific railroads from the South- 
western Passenger association practically 
wipes out that organization, as the Southern 
Pacific and Missouri, Kansas and Texas had 
previously withdrawn. It is understood, 
however, that the mileage ticket bureau, 
clergymen’s bureau, and Rate committee of 
this association will be continued. 

There is no intention or desire on the part 
of the roads to wipe out completely any of 
the passenger associations. They will un- 
doubtedly be reorganized, and some of them 
probably consolidated and all 
features eliminated, but the work of super- 
vising the interchangeable mileage busi- 
ness, issuing half fare clergymen and char- 
ity tickets, arranging rates for meetings, 
conventions, and other large gatherings 
will have to go on if serious complaints on 
the part of the public are to be prevented. 


Take Up Lake and Rail Rates. 

Traffic officials of Eastern and Westérn 
roads and representatives of lake transpor- 
tation lines held a meeting here yesterday to 
equalize lake and rail rates via the various 
lake ports. Lines west of Buffalo, and par- 
ticularly the Duluth-Minneapolis lines, are 
said to be dissatisfied with the percentages 
of the business they have received and in- 
sist on an increase. 

A proposition is said to be under consid- 
eration to allow 22 per cent of the west- 
bound rates from Duluth to Minneapolis, 
leaving 78 per cent to be divided between the 
lake carriers and their Eastern connections. 


The latter are putting up a solid front in 


opposition to that proposition. 

Lake and rail rates the coming summer 
will, it is feared, be much lower than last, 
as the grain traffic pool between Buffalo and 
New York goes out of existence with the 
Trunk Line association, and it will there- 
fore not be easy to control lake rates. 


Transportation Notes. 

Announcement was made yesterday that 
the Chicago and Northwestern railroad will 
soon build an extension to the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha branch from 
Chippewa Falls, Wis., to Ladysmith, a dis- 
tance of thirty miles, to be followed later 
by the construction of forty miles from Lady- 
smith to Spirit Falls. 

A record-breaking run was made by the 
Burlington’s fast mail train between Clyde 
and Galesburg on Tuesday night. The dls- 
tance is 153 miles and was made in 138 min- 
utes actual running time. Owing to the 
trains from the East being late the Burling- 
ton train was eighteen minutes late leaving 
Chicago. This was more than made up be- 
fore Galesburg was reached. 

Edward J. Kelly has been appointed Gen- 
eral Freight Agent of the Lake Michigan 
and Lake Superior Transportation company, 
vice W. L. Guthrie, resigned. 


Union Pacific Absorbs Road. 

St. Joseph, Mo., March 13.—The St. Joseph 
and Grand Island railroad, the connecting 
link between this city and the Union Pacific 
overland route, has been absorbed by the 
latter road. There has been marked activity 
in the St. Joseph and Grand Island stocks in 
New York for the last month, and late last 
night it was learned that a majority of the 
stock had passed to the Harriman interests. 
The absorption of the Grand Island by the 
Harriman interests will give the Union Pa- 
cific a direct entrance into St. — over its 
own 


DENY THERE IS “MONEY POOL.” 


Members of Trunk Lines Association 


Declare Dissolution of That Organ- 
ization Is Not Re 


New York, March 13.—[{Special.}—Members 
of the Trunk Line association, which is 
composed of the principal Eastern railroad 
systems, say the dissolution of that or- 
ganization has not been considered, and that 
the purposes and methods of the association 
are not in conflict with the law. The report 
that the Presidents of the trunk lines have 
determined to disband a so-called “ money 
pool” on freight traffic is widely denied. 
Furthermore, the trunk line President do not 
admit that there is any such things as a 
“ money pool.”

FROM THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Down-Town Fire Urged as Argument 
by Underwriters for a Stronger 
Department in Chicago. 


Chicago insurance men are making a strong 
argument for an increased Fire department 
appropriation. Of the Randolph street fire 
on Wednesday night E. M. Teall, President of 
the Chicago Underwriters’ association, said 
yesterday: 

** I shudder to think of the danger Chicago 
was in last night. The entire city was 
drained of its protection to fight the down- 
town blaze, and if a fire had happened to 
start anywhere else at that time there would 
have been miles without protection. And, 
with half the department at the Randolph 
street fire, that’ would have got away from 
them if it had not been for the twenty-four 
hours of heavy rainfall just before. 

“The City of Chicago cannot under any 
conditions afford to let its Fire department 
go below what it is today. In my judgment 
the needs of the city demand that it be 25 
per cent better in numbers and equipment, 
instead of being cut down.”’

THREATENED STRIKE AT FALL RIVER. 
The strike feeling evidently -is in the air 

in Massachusetts. Following closely upon 
the strike of the teamsters and freight 
handlers in Boston, the textile operatives’ 
unions in Fall River have voted to strike ou 

. Monday next unless the operators advance 
their wages 10 per cent and shorten the 

Jength of a cut of cloth to forty-six yards. 

Should the operators decline 25,000 opera- 

tives will be on strike and all the mills in 

Fall River will be closed except those be- 

longing to M. O. B. Borden, who recently 

acceded to these: demands. 

The situation in Fall River is a peculiar 
one and grows largely out of Mr. Borden’s 
‘ eapricious actions. Last fall he raised the 

Wages of his operatives. The other mill 

men said this was for the purpose of in- 

ducing their operatives to strike unless their 
wages also were raised. In this he failed, if 
‘that was his object. The operators did 
not raise wages, and the operatives being 
satisfied that the advance could not be paid 
= except at heavy loss declined to strike. Then 
Mr. Borden lowered his wages, explaining 
to his operatives that he could not pay more 

than the other companies did. 
As the business now warrants it the op- 

_ erators recently announced that they would 

increase wages 6 per cent. Promptly Mr. 
Borden announced a raise of 10 per cent in 

* - wages on March 17 and agreed to shorten 
the length of the cut of cloth from fifty to 
forty-six yards. So if the operatives strike 

they will strike on a material increase in 

“4 wages—a rare occurrence in the labor world. 
It they quit work at this time, when the 
cotton industry is reviving, there may be a 
big demand for Mr. Borden’s output at 

advanced prices. 

It is stated that there are some chances 
of a compromise. Business is good at pres- 
ent and labor in the mililsisindemand. The 
operatives outside the Borden mills do not 
regard him with much favor. The mill 
hands are all more interested in the length 
of cut than in the extra 4 per cent increase 
of wages, and it is believed that if the 
operators concede this point they will have 
little trouble. A Fall River correspondent 
of the Boston Transcript in this connec- 
tion makes the significant statement that 
¢he character of the operatives now is dif- 
ferent from what it used to be in the time 
of great general strikes, there being more 
‘FBrench-Canadians and Portuguese and 
fewer Lancashire men, who were always 
hard to deal with, and that when the op- 
erators make their appeal they will go direct- 
fy to the men and not to the

THE STEAMSHIP SYNDICATE’S PLANS. 
The purchase of the Leyland line of steam- 
ers by the steamship syndicate, of which 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan is the head, is the 
forerunner, according to persistent rumors, 
of the purchase by the same syndicate of 
other British steamship lines. It has been 
asserted, but the truth of the assertion has 
been denied energetically, that the sale of 
more lines to the syndicate has. practically 
been agreed upon. ‘These denials are not 
altogether convincing because there is a 
strong reason why such an arrangement, if 
made, should be kept quiet for the present. 

The extravagant price paid for the Ley- 
land line excited some amazement in Eng- 
land. When alarmists in that country said 
the Americans might buy out one steam- 
ship company after: another, they were re- 
assured by an explanation that if the Amer- 
icans chose to offer excessive prices for 
vessels the owners could safely accept these 
profitable offers and then buy new ships 
for reasonable prices and continue in trade. 
The readiness of the Americans to engage in 
the ocean transportation business at a time 
when it is so depressed is accounted for 
on the hypothesis that the purchasers looked 
forward to subsidy legislation, the bene- 
fits of which would be participated in by 
whatever foreign-built vessels they might 
own. 

This is not an absurd hypothesis. There 

are many little things which tend to con- 
firm it. Last December the Ship Subsidy 
committee of the Merchants’ association of 
New York called Senator Frye’s attention 
to the fact that one section of the ship sub- 
sidy bill provides that subsidies shall be 
paid only to American-built steamships, 
while in another section, where eligible ton- 
nages are described, the language used is: 
“Any vessel of the United States duly 
registered.” The committee pointed out 
that by the passage of another law simpiy 
admitting foreign-built ships to registry 
the number of vessels entitled to subsidies 
would be materially increased. If there 
were in this bill that limitation of the ag- 
gregate amount of subsidies which was in 
previous bills relating to this subject an 
increase in the number of vessels would sim- 
ply cut down the amount received by each 
vessel. There is no such limitation, how- 
ever, in the pending bill, and if the vesseis 
of the Leyland line and other lines which 
niay be purchased by Americans were ad- 
mitted to American registry these vessels 
would draw subsidies under the pending 
bill, which would make their purchase a 
profitable transaction even though high 
prices were paid for them. The Treasury 
would suffer. 
Senator Frye’s answer to the commit- 
tee was not an altogether satisfactory one, 
and nearly two months ago the committee 
again wrote him and again suggested that to 
avoid ambiguity the words ‘‘ American-built 
steamships” be substituted for ‘vessels of 
the United States duly registered.” The 
reason assigned was “ the widely reported 
recent acquisition of a large fleet of for- 
eign tonnage on American account gives 
rise to a general belief that it is contemplat- 
ed to ask American registry for that ton- 
nage, which in the terms of the bill as 
criticised would entitle it to a subsidy.” If 
the Senator has replied to this letter he 
has done so quite recently. In the mean- 
while, Congressman Douglas of New York, 
a ship subsidy man, has introduced a bill 
to give American registry to foreign-buiit 
vessels. 

It is true that under the ship subsidy 
bill as it now reads the foreign-built ves- 
sels which Mr. Morgan’s shipping syndicate 
has bought or may buy will not be entitled 
to subsidies. The difficulty is that no one 
can tell how the bill will read when passed. 
If it gets through the House it will go 
in all probability to a conference commit- 
tee, whose report, presented in the closing 
hours of the session, may so modify the 
measure as to make it far worse than it is. 
Therefore it is wiser to meet this ship sub- 
sidy bill at the threshold and kill it before 
it can reach a conference committee and be 
so changed as to saddle on the Treasury 
not merely the American line, behind which 
stand the Pennsylvania railroad and the 
Standard Oil company, but also that great 
steamship syndicate of which Mr. J. Pier- 
pont Morgan is the head and front. 

There is to be a Congressional! election 
this fall. Republican Representatives who 
come from close districts may have their 
doubts as to the expediency of legislation 
designed for the sole benefit of “ trusts” 
and syndicates. Such legislation will not 
make Republican votes. 


AMERICAN SUCCESS IN HAVANA. 

From Troy to Pekin historians have al- 
ways been given an opportunity for vivid 
writing when a “ flourishing city ” has been 
handed over to a “ rapacious and licentious 
soldiery.” The historian of the military 
occupation of Havana will have to write in 
an altogether different strain. His theme 
will not be found in pillage and debauchery. 
It will be taken from more satisfactory, 
even if less picturesque, sources, In par- 
ticular it will come from such reports as 
that recently presented to General Wood 
by Major W. C. Gorgas on the “ Vital Sta- 
tistics of the City of Havana for the Year 
1901.” 

In 1898 there were 21,252 deaths in Ha- 
vyana: in 1899, the first\year of American 
government, there were 8,152; in 1900 there 
were 6,102; in 1901 there were 5,720. The 
average death rate for the previous thirty- 
one years had been 41,55; the death rate 
for 1901 was 22.11. This is what has been 
accomplished by those “ bloodthirsty army 
officers whose trade it is to kill their fellow. 
men.” | 

The reduction of the general death rate, 
however, is not so important an achieve- 
ment as the reduction of a certain particu- 
lar death rate—namely: that from yellow 
fever. It was found that while other dis- 
eases yielded to the usual sanitary meas- 
ures, yellow fever was more obstinate. Its 
bacillus thonght nothing of bichloride solu- 
tions, formalin gas, and steam sterilizers. 
It became evident that other methods ‘had 
to be devised. They were devised. After 
an extended investigation the conclusion 
was reached that the mosquito was the 
common carrier of the disease, and plans 
were laid by means of which all infected 

mosquitoes were destroyed. With this re- 
sult: although yellow fever had been en- 
demic in Havana since 1762, and the aver- 


during the last forty-five years had been 
751.44, still, in the year 1901 the number 
of deaths declined abruptly to 1S. Further, 
twelve of these eighteen deaths happencd 
before the war on mosquitoes had begun. 
Again, during the last three months of the 
year there were no yellow fever deaths at 
all. The same astonishing record has been 
set for January of this year. 

What shall be said of the men who have 
done these things? Surely, that their coun- 
try is as proud of them as if they had won 
many battles. And what shall be said of

themselves to infection, were attacked by 
the disease, and were killed by it? And yet 
it is not: What shall be said? It 1s: What 
can be said? Such services defy appreci- 
ation, 

In a short time the military occupation 
of Cuba will be at an end. Civil govern- 
ment will begin. Among its many duties 
the new administration will have to include 
that of carrying on the work that has been 
here described. It is impossible for it to 
take any other course. The fifth sec‘ion of 
the Platt amendment reads thus: “ The 
government of Cuba will execute and, 80 
far as necessary, extend the plans already 
devised, or other plaris to be mutually 
agreed upon, for the sanitation of the cities 
of the island, to the end that a recurrence 
of epidemic and infectious diseases may be 
prevented, thereby assuring protection to 
the people and commerce of Cuba, as well 
as to the commerce of the Southern ports 
of the United States and the people residing 
therein.” Here is a duty laid aopon the 
Cubans. They must discharge it. They 
can do so only if their country is prosper- 
ous. An impoverished, discontented, in- 
surrectionist Cuba can do nothing. How, 
then, is Cuba to be saved from becoming 
impoverished, discontented, and insurrec- 
tionist? All America knows how. There 
is only one way. That way is in the power 
of. the legislative body that controls the 
United States duties on sugar and tobacco. 


WHY THE SENATE CAN DELIBERATE. 
Senator Hoar is much exercised over the 
suggestion that United States Senators be 
elected by a direct vote of the people. He 
says that the Senate and the Supreme Court 
are the two glories of the republic, and 
by a change in the method of election of 
Senators one of these glories—perhaps the 
greater glory of the two in Senator Hoar’s 
In the 
opinion of the Senator, the Senate is now 
“the greatest deliberative assembly in the 
world,” but will cease to be if its members 
shall be elected at first hand by the people 
instead of at second hand as now. Why 
this should be so Senator Hoar does not 
explain, 
The distinction he claims for the Senate 
it certainly enjoys, but credit for it is not 
to be assigned to the election of Senators 
by State Legislatures. The credit is due 
to the fact that the Senate has great legis- 
lative functions and also a comparatively 
small membership. The House of Repre- 
sentatives is not inferior in power to the 
Senate, but it has so large a membership 
that discussion and debate cannot be par- 
ticipated in by Representatives so generally 
as by Senators. When the House was 
smaller than it is now and the volume of 
business not so great the’ House, too, was 
a deliberative assembly. There have been 
times in the past when it was a greater 
deliberative assembly than the Senate was. 
If there were 300 Senators instead of 
ninety the Senate, in order to transact any 
business, would have to lessen the per 
capita flood of oratory. Senator Hoar said 
the other day: ‘‘ We have measures enough 
if they were thoroughly debated and con- 
sidered to take ten years.” If there were 
B00 Senators and they all wished to take 
a hand in debate it would take over thirty 
years to consider the measures Senator 
Hoar had in mind. 4 
The preservation of the Senate as “ the 
greatest deliberative assembly in the world ” 
does not depend on adherence to an old- 
fashioned mode of electing Senators. It de- 
pends on keeping down the number of Sen- 
ators, so that it may be possible to carry 
on business and yet allow every one to 
make as many speeches as he pleases. 


SALVATION ARMY TROUBLES. 

The Salvation Army is once more threat- 
ened with dangerous complications. A 
quarrel of a serious chargcter has broken 
out in the ranks of the afmy, and charges 
and countercharges are flyihg thick and 
fast. A few days ago General Booth-Tucker 
warned the public against the speculative 
schemes of some of his former lieutenants, 
and declared that the army would not be 
responsible for them. Thereupon the lieu- 
tenants in question retort by accusing the 
leading officer of the army of misappropri- 
ating funds, of extravagance in the conduct 
of the army’s business, of the furnishing of 
fine houses for officers, and charge that 
the tendency of the movement is to make 
“ staff princes and field paupers.” General 
Booth-Tucker meets these charges with the 
countercharge of blackmail. In the mean- 
time the lieutenants have made a state- 
ment of their side of the case to Gencral 
Booth and filed direct charges against his 
representative in the United States. 

On the heels of all this unfortunate busi- 
ness comes the announcement that Herbert 
Booth, the General’s second son, who has 
been Commander-in-Chief of the army in 
Australia, has followed the example of his 
brother, Ballington, by withdrawing from 
the organization. While one report attrib- 
utes his action to ill-health, others assert 
it is for the purpose of heading an inde- 
pendent movement. If this be true, it will 
greatly multiply the troubles of the army. 
It is to be hoped, now that these discen- 
sions have been brought to the notice of 
General Booth, he will promptly set- 
tle them and restore the harmony and the 
discipline of the army. If it is not done 
soon its usefulness will be impaired and 
its existence may be threatened by more de- 
sertions. The public would greatly regret 
such a misfortune. There are certain 
branches of humane and philanthropic 
work which imperatively need the army’s 
service. No other organization has the ex- 
perience or the ability to perform it. Gen- 
eral Booth’s soldiers should get together 
and compose their differences. 


The Twenty-first Ward,

Alderman 
Minwegen has during his two years in the 
‘Council shown a steady loyalty to the best 
principles. As the Municipal Voters’ league 
says, he is “ a forceful, fearless Alderman of 
unusual practical efficiency and excellent 
record.”” He came into the Council when an 
accession of honesty was needed, and it was 
honesty that he brought with him. In other 
respects, too, Mr. Minwegen has been a 
pleasing figure in the community. Mr. 
Dobyns, on the contrary, is new to public 
Hfe, although he has been a man of wide 
interests. At Harvard he distinguished him- 
self as an oarsman and as a debater. At 
the same time he devoted himself to the 
study of municipalaffairs. Since his coming 
te Chicago he has made himself thoroughiy

CHINA RUBBING ITS EYES. 

There will soon be a field for newspapers 
in China, Things are happening over there 
now instead of simply recurring. Almost 
every day the empire has a chance to see 
something it has never seen before. This 
must be exceedingly agitating to peopie 
who are not used to it. Americans love 
novelties so much that they give the name 
to a branch of merchandise. . Chinamen 
are different. They would rather go throug’ 
life knowing just what is going to happen 
next week, next year, and next century. 
One, then, has a strong feeling of security 
and establishment, with absolutely no feel- 
ing of uncertainty and apprehension. The 
Chinese do not have nervous prostration, 
either. 

Now, however, there is to be a change. 
According to a letter received in this coun- 
try from Dr. Charles Lyon, missionary at 
Chining in the Province of Shan Tung, 
which lies near Pekin, toward the south, 
the government examinations just made 
public have included questions on Napoleon 
and George Washington. A more significant 
event has not recently been reported from 
that part of the world. Time was—and not 
long ago—when the “ Celestial ” would have 
scorned to write essays about any foreign 
“devil.” Now the Celestial is going to 
the “devil” for his own improvement. 
Never before in the history of the empire 
has any civil service candidate been ques- 
tioned on his knowledge of anything con- 
nected with any foreign country. If he had 
knowledge of that kind he was to be for- 
given rather than commended, What was 
George Washington to him or he to George 
Washington? The new era will be animated 
by a different conception of the world. This 
Shan Tung examination shows that. It is 
accordingly an incident to be noted and re- 
membered. It will not of itself accomplish 
much, but it indicates a great deal. The 
movement has fairly begun which will 
change the manner of life of 400,000,000 
people and exert a perceptible influence on 
world history.

| STILL iN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
No Mail by Contract. 


The effort made by the Postoffice commit- 
tee in the Lower House of Congress to take 
rural free delivery out of the civil service 
and establish it on the contract System has 
failed. Chairman Loud made the proposal 
- dn the interests of economy, urging that un- 
der the existing system the tendency must be 
toward constant increase in the salaries of 
carriers. Chairman Loud’s idea was that 
Only by letting the carrying contracts to the 

lowest bidders could the service be widely 
extended without becoming so expensive as 
to become a great drain on the resources of 
the Postoffice department. This view was 
not concurred in by the department, or by 
the most ardent friends of rural delivery. 

These held that it wouid not be good econ- 
omy to turn the service over to a system 
under which incompetent or unpopular per- 
sons might secure the carrying contracts, 
and under which the carriers would not be 
subject to the strict discipline of the depart- 
ment.—Sioux City Journal.
